iT hey took thei _— the Temple Lyſmachar meant to viſit; -and becauſe 
it was not far off, and that they went a reaſonable good pace, they arrived ac the Gate 
of it in leſs then an hour : *Twas contrary tothe! ordinary cuſtom of rhe Territories 
ſubje& rothe King of Perſia, thatthat Temple had been built in that Country , for in 
almoſt all che other Provinces, they made their ſacrifices in the openair , and upon 
therops of mountains: but King Arraxerxes, one of Durixs his Predecefſors, our of 
ſome particular devotion, had caus'd this to be builr', within fourty or fifty furlongs of 
Babylon, and notebove hve or (ix from the River Z aphrares : he had alſo taken core ts 
enrichit with a great number of Preſents, and the Oracles that were delivered there, 
.made it quickly very famous through all 4ſ;a: the Platform of it was a Pentagone, 
and the Frontiſpiece appeared in Perſpe&tive, between two rowes of rrees of an extre- 
ordinary height,which made a long Walk, whoſe other end reach'd to the bank of the 
River. This Front was marveloufly high, beautified with many Sracnes, and particu 
larly with two Marble Pillars of a - þ heighr, upon which che God Apelle, and 
-the Goddeſſe his Siſter, were placed in their Chariots. The Gates were Cedar fans 
ding on the top of five or fix Steps , of the faireſt Parian Marble that was ever ſeen: 
the Floorof the Tetinple was Paved with the ſame, and the V Valls were all adorned 
with Pictures which repreſented the moſt famous ations of that God : There was his 
birth inthe Floting Iſland, with the puniſhment of thoſe that were turned into Frogs, 
-the Victory of Fyrthon , the Metamorphoſis of Daphne , whom the Gods ſeem'd (hl 
to embrace moſt ardently, inſenſible as ſhe was , the death of Coxonis , and the tran 
formation of the fatal Crow , the Loves of Clytia , and of the dwughter of Orchame?, 
who being half buried, implored the aftiſtance of rhe God that lov'd her, the Deſtiny 
of fair Hyacinthas ,and that of poor Cypariſs . and in ſhort, all che moſt remork- 
able Stories the Poets had ſung of thar , were painted there by an excellent hand, 
and enchaced in Cormſhes materials were very ; wm" The Acceſs to the Al 
rar was hindred by a Baluſter of Braſs, which rexch'd unto the Arch of the Temple; 
the form of it was round, and upon it ſtood the God of the Stature of a man , bi 
head invironed withraies , and glittering with Gold, Diamonds , :nd other Stones of 
.great value, tharhamane eyes were hardly able to endure the luſtre of them. Behind 
the Altar wasthe hole of the ſacred piſtkge or Tunnel whence the Prieſts drew that 
fury which made them pronounce the Oracles : but the coming to it was not permit 
red to any but themalone, who came thicher through a Vault underground', whid 
led from their quarter tothe Altar. WI ies 
' Lyſemachns came into the long Alley , at the ſame time when a ſtranger who had 
newly ay there , was walking near the Gate , and expeRting when it wouldhe 
open'd: ſcarce had he left his horſe , but he cameup to him , and ſ:futed him mo 
-courteoully : although he deſired not to be known, yet was he not willing to appear 
nnmannerly,; and ſteingrhat he had put up the beaver of his headpiece, he diſcovered 
his face alſo , and rerurn'd his ſ:lute with all matner of civility. Beſides the de

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and honour obliged him to accompany them unto the ucmoſt. In this deſ.gn he 
commanded me to follow bim, and nor ſo much :s enquiring after his own baggage 
which we had left ſome days journeys off, be croſſed over the Camp, into which 
Soldiers already came thronging, andintorming himſelf of thoſe that fled, which way 
the King bad taken, be followed the track of him ull the obſcurity of the nighc woul 
no longer ſuffer bim to have the leaſt ſight of it. The darkneſs ftopt him not, ng 
the wearineſs of his horſe, wounded with ſome light burts, he bat allo receivedy 
few himſelf,but ſuch inconſiderable ones,that for the preſent he was bur lictle troubled 
with them. We continued our way, committing our fſelyes to the tuicion of the 
Gods, from whom my Prince implored no other tayour bur to ſee his Princeſs again 
and that poor King oppreſſed with ſo many loſſes. His prick kept him from ſpe: king 
and his co from-making lamencations unworthy of him, buc by ſighs drawn from 
the bottom of his heart, he expreſſed the nature of his affliction ſo movingly, chat 
the night long I durſt nor open my mouth to interrupt bim. You your ſelf may 
judge what his thoughts were, in what manner he bore the ruine of a Family he 

ſodearly loved. The Countrey through which we rode w: s very rough and up 
even, and the trouble of the dark, rogether with that of the way, would perchance 
have made us fall into ſome precipice, 1f we had not often been overtaken by runs 
ways, after whom we went ſtill enquiring news of the King, ns, and trinceſſes 
Ac break of day we ſaw a body of appear, which renred before us, and ſtraining 
our horſes to get upto them, we rea them within a little while. It was Pring 
Oxyartes, Darixs bis br with Afithranes, the Eunuch Bogen, and Patro, be 
to whom alone my Maſter had made himſelf known before the bartel. They were 
followed by two or three hundred horſe, among which we mixt our ſelves wichog 
owiagour faces, or diſcovering who we were, till Parro —qt_, > Maſtersarms 
and.che horſe he had given him, after he bad looked a while upon him, doubted ng 
at allbut that *rwas he. Aſſoon as he believed ir certain, be cried out with ſome kind 
of joy, and riding up to Prince Oxyartes, Ha ! Sir (faid he) See here the protefting 
Angel of the Rejal Family, he who yeſterday preſerved owr King, and did things tha 
ſurpaſs mans belief,, thoſe are his very arms, and that the very horſe I gate tim befn 
the battel, and which he made uſe of ſo gloriouſly for viſe, and ſo fortwnately for m. 
With theſe words drawing near my Maſter, he himſelf diſcoyered his face to Ty and 
filled 0xyartes, and all che reſt wich las and aſtoruſhment, He hag already learned 
from him, char that gallant man to whom Perſia was ſo much indebted for the ſafery 
oft its King, and for ſo many brave aQtions as he had done in favour of ir, was the 
noble Oronres, for whom the whole Court had wore mourning, and who had beenzb 
ſolucely thought buried with Arraxerxes.This ſight ſurpriſed them ſo,chat the remeny 
brance of their preſent fortune could not hinder them from mixing a grear deal « 
joy, among the thoughts of their ſorrowful condition. Oxyartes embraced him 
long time with demonſtrations of friendſhip, which drew ſome fears from both. 
always hoped, moſt brave Orontes, (faid Oxyartesto him) that if you were alive, ya 
wonld not forſake us in the misfortunes which the heavens have precipitated s into ; con, 
come ſee a King yet once again, who as well at bus whole Family, is indebted to you fer bu 
life Which the Gods have preſerved only to ſerve for matter of your glory, yeur fight wil 
comfort him in his leſſes, and your preſence will raiſe his hopes again, Which were ready 
aterly to forſaks him, 

My Maſter anſwered with all the expreſſions which the ſenſe of ſo much Kindneh 
could furniſh him with, and after the firſt civilities and embraces of the chief men e 
that Troop, Orcomdates with impatiency asked news of Darixs, and of his Family, 
Oxyartes anſwered him, as they ſtill rode on their way, the Kings confidence of an its 
fallible viRory, perſwaded him to take the Princeſſes along with him in his army, 
without providing for their ſecurity, but aſſoon 2s he beganto doubt of it, by reap# 
of the diſorder he a amongſt his forces, he called Afegabi/es, and the Eunuch 
Tyrens, and commanded ro fetch them out of their Tents, and to condud 
them ſecretly, and ſpeedily towards Damaſcss, whither moſt part of the Court-Ladis 
 wereretired, and giving them three thouſand horſe for their Conyoy, he recom 
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heve ftill ten times as much as ever his Anceſtors poſſeſſed, Tam going toward the Bu- 

tes, where ] can yet raiſe 4 million of men, and Will cover the fields of his new Con- 

ft, with ſuch vaſt numbers that in ſpite of all his fortune, I'll make him know the dif- 
there is between the Perſian Monarch, and a petty King of Macedon. 

* While youare making thoſe Levies (replied Oroondates) I'll labour for the deli- 
$ yerance of the Princeſſes, and if Alexander reſtore them willingly to your Am- 
© baſſadors, I'll wait upon them to your Majeſty, not that I can leave you in this 
* condition, withaur a very ſ:nſible grief, nor charmy paſſion could draw me from 
* you, if my misfortune, andthe King my fathers obſtinacy, had not made me unable

© hatred, and my knowledge of his nature, hinder me from offering you his afli-

After this parting, I began to think upon our wo not judging that my Prince 
ought inthat condinon to! himſelf among the enemies, ns ance he

VVelearn'd the Macedonians,that Alexander was gone toward 
Aarathen, which he already cauſed to be beleaguered, with an inten to be at the 
Siege in perſon, though he was very much troubled with the wound in his thigh, and 
that be had ſent Parmenio with part of the Army to Damaſcus, whereall the remain- 
ing wealth of Derixs his Army, with the wives of the Princes, and Satyepes of Per- 

, were under the charge of Artaban the Governour of that Town. Maſter 

ing yet very unfit to perform his Embaſſie ro Alexander, was by this news 
fwaded to put himſelf into Dameſcxs, which was not above a days journey and an 
ſhalf fromus, with an intention to ſtay there till his wounds were cured, to ſee the 
fair Barſina, widow to the valiant Aſemmen, and many other Ladies of his acquain- 
tance, to whom his aſſiſtance might perchance be in ſuch an encounter; but

willing that the ſolliexation of the Princeſſes liberties ſhould be ſ@ looy.negleGed, he 
delivertd Daring his Letter to Alrtandey unto Alithroncs, whom be perfw.:ded to 
go directly to Ateritthen, after be had earneſthy deſired his ſecrecy in whatſoever cow 
cerned him; and made an appointment to meet him at Alexamdcys Army, whi 
ther he inrentiedto come to [Lo incaſc he ſhould ſtay there any time ; fo caki 
P#{-port from Craterxs, and a ſmall Convoy which he gave us to Damaſens, we 
forward that way, and arrived there the day following before the Son was fer. We 
had a very favourable encounter inthis Retrear, for we found our b+gg-ge, which 
having jorfied with fome pert of Datiwns his, wrs withic gotten int©thac 1 own, an 
ewe ret as we entred, were my Princes two faithiul fervsnts. - He was very 
of that conveniency; bur ehbugh his wounds troubled him much, yer would

Bur the fansfaRtion of this vifit was moderated 
by the en af 6 hearitg that the Princeſs Roxana (whom he believed to have been 
eaken with the Queens) was inthe Town, and that Prince Cohorranss her brother, 
who was ready to retire anivng the Sarans, whoſe Governor he was, had ſent her w 
to Damaſcus. with bis mother, and many other Princeſſes, a which were the 
daughters of King Otchws, Darins his Predeceſſor, the wite of Plremakaſer, who 

had ſucceeded Afemmon in all his Offices, the daughters of Adentor,; and in a word 
althe pri Ladies of Perſia. Although he ws exceeding ſorry forthe cncowr 
rer of a perſon, in whoſe love he foreſaw many croſſes and incommodities would be 
fall tim, yet would he not omit to pay her all tharthe upatl a Princeſs, & 
her neer alliance to his, could require trom his civility, and that very mor 
he refolyed not to deceive heruny longer; butif ſhe perfevered inthe Fane humo 
td let her know his minde incearms as little diſobliging :s he could poſſibly, 
weng 10.

VVe arrived there in four days, and Parmenio leaving the 
priſoners under ſtrong guards, went to preſent his duty to his King. 

After he had given him an account of the ſtately ſpoils he brought him, he made 
mention of my Maſter, and extolled his generoſity in ſuch tearms,as made him better 
ſatisfied with the raking of him, then with that vf Damaſexs, and all Darixs his 
wounds and advertiſing him of the deſign he had againſt his life , according to whar 
the had heard from 4r:aben,and what he had teſtified himſelf in the laſt Batre! where- 
of Alexander yet bore the marks, he gave him a greater apprehenſion of hity alone;

With theſe and ſuch like words, ſhe for ſome little time would moderate the vio- 
lence of his diflerent paſſions; and whenſhe ſaw him ſo far tranſported by the'pow- 
ef of the obje& that moved them,as to make attempts,and gake advantage of opportu- 
nities,to the prejudice of ber vertue,ſhe wouid uſe her authotity ſo handſomely , and 
inthe midſt of all rhoſe charms that made her lovely,ſhe likewiſe would appear ſo ter- 
rible, that ina moment ſhe made him repent the thoughe of a deſign ſhe lifapproved;

"This defire of his which ſhe received as a moſtabſolure command, perplexed her 
wade with different thoughts , and gave myPrince martet of concriving new expedi-

admirable qualities of that deceaſed Prince, his noble ſoul was ſo moved with that re 
membrance, that it was impoſſible for him to refuſe , what he believed due fromal 
vertnous perſons to the memory of —_— man thatever was. This change ef 
his affairs, made him alſo change his reſolution , and after be had paſſed the nightin 
the thoughts which that revolution caus'd, we took horſe afſoqn as it was day , and 
proſecuted our Voiage. This report was confirmed unto us by all we met, and 
moreover we heard the diſpute that roſe among the Princes, about the ſharing of bis 
dominions. 

My Maſter being come within a days journey of Babylon, diſpatch'd Toxari thi 
ther, with order to inform himſelf of whar paſſed , and to inquire news of Queet 
Statira, and bring him back word, toa place which be appointed him within three of 
four hours riding of that Ciry. Toxars parted from us, but he made us wait all the 
day following withour hearing of him. My Prince being in pain for his long ſtay, 
ſent Loncates after him with the like Commiſſion." Loncates return'd no more then 
he, and my Prince impatient of theigdelay, after having expected that whole day 
ſo, went that way himſelf, with anintention to ſend me likewiſe, andro ſtay for ny 
coming again , near the place where we met with you , and where after the new 
which (in ſpite of the tears my Prince had ſhed) had rais'd his hopes, and had malt 
me believe, that we were for ever gotten under ſhelter from the perſecutions of for- 
rune, we learnt from your mouth the faral death of that greatand vertuous Queen, 
for whom alone he had preſery'd the remnant of has life, 

Behold, Sir, (purſued Araxes, ſhutting up his relation ) behold the end of 
Prince his adventures, if the courſe of them have touch'd you with admiration, the 
concluſion of them will without doubt touch you with pity , and you will judþe i 
fallibly, that never vertue has been ſo perfeRly tryed, that perchance never man carr 
edit to fo high a point, and that fortune never fixt her ſelf ſo obſtinately to perſecute 
any man, ſhe never gratified him with any of her favors, bur inſtantly ſhe was readyto 
throw him headlong into a bottomleſs pit of miſeries, and when after an infinite num- 
ber of ſtorms, ſhe ſeem'd to have brought him into the Haven, there it was ſhe made 
him finde his ſhipwrack, and ruined him by the utmoſt croſs that he could, and by the 
onely one which he had not yet endured. 

Araxes thus finiſhed this long narration, and Zyſmachnus whom the recital of 6 
many wonders had ſtrucken with great admiration, after he had remain'd for ſome 
time deeply buried in a ſtudy, lifting up his eyes ſud to Heaven, * OOromdattt

Pied deceaſed Bondy with ſo much conſtancy and affe&ion, had burdeclared 
her ſelf a little in favour of your gallant Prince ; he would not onely have obſcured 
bis glory , and cut off the courſe of hs great vidtrie, but alſo have blotred out of 
che of men, the luſtre of all tha went before him, and have fub- 
mitted all the habitable world to his Dominion. «4/exander had no quality which 
your Prince not with all manner of ; and he appears fo free from 
all his vices, and from all thoſe that cm give the leaſt blemiſh to his admirable vertue, 
zþat is misfortunes make us know him for a man, whom ſo many miraculous 
a&Sons might with juſtice make to piſs for a God.

my life, The Gate of it was inſtantly ſhut, and my Jucges remaining in the Gal- 
ery, aw-mewalk fearleſs up and down waiting for che enemy that was appointed 
me; Thedvor of a lictle room where heMas kept, being drawn up, that herce crea- 
turenoſooner ſawthelight , but be came out of his Den, and turning his head on 
all des with horrible warnings ,. ſtruck a terrour into the hearts of my very Judges, 
and Guards; be ſtretch'd his legs rwice or thrice, as tOſhake off the {luggiſh reſt he 
had lien in, and whipping bis Flanks with two or three laſhes of bis Tail, be began 
to walk gravely toward the middle of the Court; at firſt he turn'd his ſparkling fiery 
eyes toward the Galtery, and diſcovering a prey that was out vt his reach,rteſtified his 
anger, by roaring again, far more dreadfully then before, which mede the ſpecta- 
tots believethey themſelves were bardly in fafery. But: afſoon as he perceiy'd me, 
and faw me come ſtraight roward him, he gave aver the thought of that prey to run 
tog nearer, anda more eafie one.

I had not made an end of theſe words, when the Lyon flew at me ſo fiercely, and ſo 
ſuddenly , thatt had much adoe to avoid the firſt encounter, I ſav'd my felf never- 
theleſs , and half one of my ſleeves was torn off by one of his pawes; he would have

mas and almoſt broke it in peices, inthe mean timeI took him by the tongue, and 

a, © ol it out of his mouth , I joyn'd myleft hand to myright , and ſetting my 
knees ſtiffely againſt che hinder part of tlie Lyons head, ahd iny feer as ſtiffely abaind 
the ground, I rugg'd with ſo much violence , that |-rore it our bythe very roots: The 
Lyon loſt his ſtrength by the extremity of, that pain, and diſcharging the reſt of his 
rage againſt the Earth, which he digg'd up with his teeth, and watred with his blood; 
be gave merbe leaſure to beac his skull in peices with my Gauntlets. 
 Orocepdatts who till then had hearkned attentively to Lyſmachss, interrupted him 
in this place, ſaying; JIf 1 deſfored to hear this aftion ſrom your own month , it was not 
becauſe ] was ignorant of it , the fame thereof is ſpread as far as the reputation of Alet- 
ander , and that proof of an admirible valowr ſpall never periſh in the memory of 
wen.

At theſe words they made me return the ſame way they had brought me,and 

I ſollicited them not to defer the effecting of their Commiſſion any longer, cheycyy 

ed me back into my ordinary priſon,and having left me with my uſual Keepers, with 

a while after they fent me Chirurgions ro dreſs thoſe ſlight hurts I had received; 

riſatts's command was therein moſt powerful over me; and the order I had from 

to let my life 1aſt ſtill, made me ſuffer the remedies that were uſed to heal them; 

it wasthat my ſad thoughts renewed their war againſt me, and though I was yi 

rious over a Lion, yet was Lnot ſo over my misfortunes, much leſs overthoſe © 

paſſions which tormented me with ſo much inhumaniry. I was fſerv'd that day 

had been before ; but the next after, the cauſe of it being unknown to me, 1 beg 

be betcer uſed thenT had been formerly, but 1 was ſtill kept with the ſame care , 

the encrance of my priſon was ſtill refuſed ©o my friends,. aud to all thoſe that cou 

bring me any intelligence of what paſſed. The fecond day after this change, I» 

ceived a Letter from the Princeſs Pari/aris by the hands of my Keepers. Althe 

my hope was quiteextinguiſhed, my flames were not at all abated , and 1 read 

lovely Chara&ters with ſuch raptures, as I thought I had nolenger been cap 

If- I remember well, theſe were the words of her Letter.

I eaquir my Keepers, concerning Pariſatss, St Hepheftion and A 
could never hear-any thing at all. This perſiftiog to coltcrilfromme, what puffed

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at Court, 'made me fuſpect the truth of my mif-fortunes, and 1 beleeved it was not 
without order, they ſo obſtinatly refuſed what 1 ſo earneſtly demanded. I 
woodred why the King delayed my death ſo long, and ſometimes 1 ſaid unto my Keep- 
ers, Whar binders the King trom throwing the laft darts of his cruelty at me, and 
why does he not free himſelf from fear, by freeing Hepheftion from his enemy? 1f 
thelife of that Favourite be dear to him, why does be not provide for his fafery, and 
why does he not diſpatch that man our'ofthe world, who will never ſuffer bim to con- 
tinue in it, if be be once at liberty? 1s it nor, «( purſued 1) becauſe he deſtines me to 
deaths far more ſenſible thenthar I have eſcaped, and that he will not have me die till 
1 have felt my utmoſt miſeries, and with mine own eyes beheld happy Hepheſtion in 
the arms of Pri/ati-? This thought tranſported me fo exceedingly, that 1 was 
ſomerimes whole hboures beſides my ſelf, nor could 1I fix my minde upon leſs fatal

I now ſee my* ſelf ſo glonioufly a the 
old Araſpes led mee into a galletie beautified with divers pictures , after having views 
many rare ones that hung on che one fide wee turn'd to the other , where "ac 
ures of certain women drawn by the life, which preſencly attrafted my fight, 
admiration; I asked Araſpes the names of thoſe fair Ladies; you may ſee 
che bottom of rheir pifuces,, ( ſaid hee) andro inform you how they came in 
hands , knowchat I have alon in Darias his armie, who hath don nothing bu 
from his child-hood ; there are few Provinces in the world, which his curiofleisb 
not made him viſit , and becauſ that among ſom of choſe qualities the god by 
iven him , hee is reaſonable, good at painting , hee takes care ro draw the pichas 
che faire't , and moſt conſiderable Ladies of rhoſe places where hee made any ſay; al 
of thoſe whoſe pictures he could nor rake himſelf, he found means to get hens 
the moſt excellent painters in their ſeveral countries , and at his return he diefffa 
this gallerie wich them as you ſee. This diſcourſ inyited mee to look more ingg 
the faces of thoſe eminence perſons , wan my cies upon the meanef, 


2 Ladie full of Majeſtic , andin whom notwit che number of her yew an 
might obſery remainders of an excellent beaurie » underneath Trends are « 
Perſia. From that venerable perſon I rurn'd unco the next, in whoſe face I foudai 
deal of handſomneſs , andan excraordinaric ſweerneſs, by the reading ;of her name, 
found it Was Statire of Perfia , wife to Darixs. A little below theſe rwo Quit 
Looked upon two » Whoſe beauties were as difterent as brown and fair cap 
yet in chat di agreed tq appear equally the Maſter-pieces of the Gods, whog 
formed any thing fuller of perfetion , and if rhe Painter flatter'd them not ih 
cecefeciew>contts chat Nature had ſer forch all her skill in che making of choſe mi 
admirable ſtruftures ; I was not ſofar dazled with the fight of them, bur chat. F 
their names , and ſaw they were Statire and Pariſatis Princeſſes of Perſia. After (th 
ſaw Barſina the Daughter of Artabaſnsy Roxana the Danghter of Cobortanus » and And 
the Daughter of King Occhus , and of a great many other Perſian Ladies, Arai 
his ſom had placed thoſe of theic own councrie firſt , and next ro them 1 ſaw s Lat 
whoſe Rately preſence , and ſparkling cies witneſſed the ambition of her mindgadiÞ 
vivacitic ofher wit , it was Olimphas Raeen of Macedenia » and by her Cleopatra We'h 
val and Miſtreſs to King Philip the father of Alexander. When I had conlidered 
Ccountenances of theſe Ladies, I beheld rwo whom 1 inſtantly knew, and whom 
Painter had _—_— rapk'd amovg the faireſt of all the world, they were Soun 
Princeſs of $ this » and Stratonice Princeſs of the Iſſedons 1 I was much pleas'd | 
hr of a perion to whom Ihad the honor to be very near, and looking he 
upon her, I judged by the reſemblance of that pifture ro the true Berexice» at 
Painter was exeellent in his art, and that withour queſtion he had made the eff 
like who were unknown to mee. After theſe I ſaw Ada Queen of Caria, and (1 
Princeſs of the Maſſegnes » and truly I obſeryed in thoſe rwo Princeſſes all che * 
of anexaGt beautie ; bur I fixe my eie more earneſtly upon the face of a woman ul 
at all points , and who diſcovering onely a part of ir chrough the beaver of her © 
which was ſetup » ſhew'd mee all che lineaments of a pleafing frierceneſs , and #3 
10k able to imprint both fear and reſpeR ; The extraordinaric faſhion of her un 
cuuſed an impatience in mes co know her name , which I ſaw to bee Minathes, 
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the Amazonss after 1 had read that, 1 kept my eies a while upon her ; but,O gods ! ſcarce 
had I raker chem off, when calt them upon the picture of my divine T haleſiris ; your 
zoe ſeem'd not to bee above thirteen, or fourteen and yer you were arm'd as the Queen 
our Mother, except your head , which was quite uncoyered, and whoſe fair hair hung 
io long creſſes upon your ſhoulders, and ſo to the bottom of your coat of Arms. 
Neg hends was laidupon a table, where your helmet ftood, and in the other 
vheld 2 dart, the point whereof retted upon one of yourfeet : I will notrell you What 

my thoughts were ot you at that time, beeing you are nor ignorant what they have been 
Gnce, nor will 1 deſcribe the beauty 1 found in a picture, whereof-by the fayor of the 
and by your goodneſs, Inmay contemplate, and admire the Original ; bur I will 
unſeignedly aſſure you , rhar from that very moment I began to bee yours, and to frame 
toſerv you » all the other beauties, though they had drawn my admiration, had 

not yet Wop my affection ; and I looked upon them with an indifference, which I could 

gol keep, whenl beheld you :*Tis crue my paſhon ſertled not ' ir ſelf in my hear 
wichnolence at the firlt , nor do I beliey a picture able ro beger love ſo powerfully , 

but in efftetIin my opinion preferr'd you far betore all the rett , and I chought I ſhould 

bee moſt happie » if I could tinde the occations ro ſee you, and ſerv you. 1 had often 
heard ralk of your cuttoms, and judging that a man could not introduce himſelf 
youwithour much danger , and difhcultie , I defired ro know of Aryaſpes which 

way his ſop had gotten your pictures, fince men were ſo (tritly forbidden to enter in- 

to your territories. For all that, anſwered eraſpes, this venmrous boy lived many 
months among them , where his yourh, and a womans habit , wherewith he was diſ- 

« guiſed » made him paſs for one of their ſex , and gave him all the facilitie he could defie 

to ſarishe bis fooliſh curiofitie, Araſpes had no ſooner ſaid thus ro mee , bur I preſently 

_ fomeda confuſed, unſertied defign of what I after execured, and when 1 had dif 
= couſed « while longer with him, of what hee had learn'd from his ſony concerning 
cuſtoms and the ſeveritie of your laws, I retired into wy chamber. After that 
Ifaw that lovely pitture every day , and when I was from it , the remembrance of 

vbjedt rroubled my minde , and cauſed ſom diſquierneſs in mee. 1I reſiſted along

meds love , tis beſt co love ſomthing great, and extraordinarie; the gods fayour ad- 
yeatrons deſigns; and they have given thee ſpirit enough to drive all obſtacles before 

thee. / Inchis reſolution I waited for my perfect health , and for the recoverie of my 
frevgth, and when 1 felt my ſelf in ſuch a condition that 1 might undertake the voi- 

we withina while, I was willing to repay the kindeneſs I had received from Araſpes » 
byatruſt to which he had ſufficiently obliged mee ; his diſcretion had been very re. 

, In hiding the defire ir was probable hee might have ro know mee, and I 

that withour becing ingrateful I could no longer conceal my ſelf from him , 

| ruſt a man} to whom Iwas indebred for my life, To that end beeing one day 

8 tleve with him in my chamber, after ſom other diſcourſ, Farher ( ſaidT) 1 were the 
enworthie of all men living, if Iever ſhould loſe the remembrance of your fa- 
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yours, and I were molt ingrateful , and uncivil if any fear, or any confideration ſhoulg 
wichhold mee from paying what I ow you , I confeſs Iam obliged to you for my life, 
bur I mult let you know that your generolitie is yer more commendabble then you ing, 
gine; and that inthinking to ſaye a man, you have fſav'd an enemie to your coup 
rice, and one of thoſe who came to bring the war into your territories, Yes, Araſper, 
I ama Scythian » and not to {fruſtrate you oof thoſe adyantages you may bope for 
thisencounter, I will tell youthat I am born a Prince ; atrer the obligations I haye tg 
you, I will not make you loſe the rights that you have upon your Priſoner : Iam ſo, 
Araſpes, and | proteſt ro you by all the gods , char I will not depart from you wichoy 
your permiſſion , and that if you refiore mee my libertie , I will pay you my ranſon 
with all the acknowledgmenc you can hope for from a Prince , whom you have del 
vered from death, Araſpes was aſtoniſhed at this diſcourſ, as hee ſhewed by ſom alters 
rion that appearedin his Cuntenance, bur his verrue was not ſhaken by ir, and hayi 
- looked upon mee with more reſpet then he had formerly, Sir , (ſaid hee) oh 
had known all this , before thoſe ſmall ſervices I have don you , it ſhould not have & 
miniſhedany thing of that afte&tion wherewich 1 did them, but would onely hae 
obliged mee to render more exattly » what is due to aperſonof your qualitie. 1 wif 
never confider you as 2 Priſoner, nor as an enemie , neither will Ipretend co any othe 
advantage by this encounter then the glorie of having ſery'd a vertuous Prince, and one 
who youchſafe's co acknowledg it, After theſe words he ſpake many others (0 wf 
of generokitie, that I was troubled at my bzeing ſo lictle able co require him, Week 
a long conceſtation , and ſeeing I could not overcom his ciyvilicie, 1 rook my arms of 
ofa trunk whereof hee had delivered mee the key as ſoon as he ſaw mee ſom 
berrer ; the (tones wherewich they were inriched , were worth above thirtie ralegs, 
and having then nothipg to oliter him in requital of his kindneſles, I, with very a& 
1onare intreaties, praied hitm to accept them , but - hee obſtinar:ly refuſed, and of- 
ſwaded mee with powerful reaſons, that I was compelled to moderate my preſent, and 
to keep back part of what I oftred him; I will never ſtir from hence , while I live(kd 
I ) unleſs you take ſomthing of that Ipreſent you ; That ſon , whoſe curioſitie is 
praiſ-worthie , ſhall for my ſake one day wear this curaſs which I give him , and face 
you will limic the liberalicie of a Prince, far from his owp Countrie , and who 
Chance may ſuffer ſom want in a jourmie hee means to undertake , bee pleas'd to fad 
one of your ſeryants to the Town to ſell ſom of the ſtones of my Cask, and to 
mee a horſ, and arms of lower price ; 'tis the only means I have to furniſh my ﬆ 
for a yourhful yolage which I will make you acquainted with before my __ 
Notwithttanding all che reaſons Araſpes could alledg, to pur off the preſent 1 wypd 
upon him, yer was hee conſtrained roacceprt ir, with proteltations to keep ir for ext 
ro him and his, as a mark of my exceſſive acknowledgment , and of the good forme 
hee hadto ſery mee. Itold himmy name, my qualitie, and the accident that ha 
brought mee into his hands , and then the deſire I had, ro rake a difterent way from 
that of our armie , andto go by his ſon's example , to viſit the Amazons , whoſe 
ceſs had touch'd mee wich an earneſt longing ro know her more particularly ; hee # 
eved againſt that deſign wich very ſpecious reaſons, and repreſented thoſe dang 
which ought to have diſlwaded mee, but when hee fonnd 1 was wilfully bent ups 
it, and that hee trove in vain to divert mee , hee would not ſuffer mee to undenale 
that yoiage alone , but told mee his youngeſt ſon ſhould accompanie mee » fince 
was then at home , and that his age was capable of a diſeuiſ like mine, I recei 
this offer very joyfully , and beeing extreamly ſatisfied with the behaviour , and vens 
of that young man , Iembraced him as the furure companion of my adyencures, # 
gave way that his father ſhould command him to go and rake order for our equipag 
hee carried my cask to the next Town, and returned the day after with handſom art 
two good horſes, andeight calents in gold. I gave four of them to the ſervants thi 
had waited on mee during my ſickneſs, and left the other four to Laſcars » ( that 
the name of th: youth who was to eoalong wich mee) to defray our expences, I! 
alſo ſomrings of good value, which I reſery'd for my utmoſt neceſſities. After bawif 
taken this order for my departure, I took leay of good Araſpes, ro whom I _ 
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houſand proteſtations of an eyerlalting friendſhip, and pf a * perfe& requital of his 
favors inthe perſon of his ſon, and of all that had any relation to him, it it were in 
my powerto oblige them. He ſhed rears at our going away, ' and accompanied us with 
wiſhes and praiers for our polteritie, Wee went on this manner from his houſ, and 
cook our Way through Hyrcania and Battriana, Not iro trouble you wich the parricu- 
12s of my voiage» Which are of no conſequence, I crofled oyer unknown countries 
wichout an conhiderable adventure , and during all my :journie , I enterrain'd my ſelf 
wich the pleshng remembrance your picture had left mee. 1 ſometimes thoughe with 
my ſelf, char perchance the Painter had flatcred you, that perhaps 1 might tinde you 
ery differenc from your picture , this thought didnor a lictle perplex mee, bur when 
that of Berenice, and Stratonice Whom he had ſo inaturally repreſented, 
| imagined that hee had don as well ,in yours, But bowſoever ( ſaid I ) though this 
Prigceſs ſhould nor prove {@ fair as her picture, and that ſhee bee not beautiful enough 
t6.copfirm mee in the affection her piture hath begun in mee, my voiage will nor bee 
akogerher unprofirable , and I ſhall inſtruft my ſelf in forraign parts , concerning many 
things 1 ſhould nor have learn in Sexthia, Ourapparel was ſuitable to. the. habir of 
the coontries Where wee pals'd; Laſcaris was perfeRt in the languages, and I had 
knowledg enough in chem , to pals freely through all Darixs his Dominions, Wee 
came into Cappadocia» and having travelled through part of ir , wee got at laſt unto 
your frontiers, Belore wee entred into your territories, wee bought our ſelys wo- 
men's clothes » and having put them on, went ſtraight to che chief citie of T hemiſcira » 
where weearrived » within a ſhort time, and took a lodging y not long before the 
Queen your Mother began her march againſt rhe Cilicians. Wee had very lirtle trouble 
to diſſemble our ſex, neicher of us beeing chen eighteen years old, and beeing both 
cunning enough in concealing our ſelvs , and in avoiding thoſe miſtake's that might 
have diſcovered us, The firtt time 1 ſaw you was at the Temple, bur I found your 
heautie ſuch , char my etes were dazled withit, and my heart pot only confirm'd in 
its ihclinations rowards you, but niortally wounded , or rather utrerly loſt in that paſ- 
Gon which till then had ſpared it; The changes of my countenance were almoſt like 
tohare giver ſom knowledg of my inward pain to thole that Rood near mee , and when 
pathngby mee as you went out of the Temple you aftorded mee a nearer view of thoſe 
adminble features which the painter had bur imperfectly repreſented, I was not fat 
from caſting my ſelf ar your teer and diſcovering the natme of my love, by ſom 
range effect of 1t; yer I contented my ſelf with kiſſing your robe as 1 ſaw others do, 
2 youpaſs'd by, and retiredro my lodging as much contounded at that fight , as I was 
banked wich my volage. Itaw you again many other rimes, yer without giving you 
any occahon to take notice of mee , not beeing willing ro make my telt known to 
you bit by ſom conſiderable ſervice, I will notrell youar large what my thoughts 
were then the events have fince given you ſufficient knowledge of rhem, and char reci- 
tal would engage mee in a redious length, Inthe mean time the Queen your Mother 
went forth wich her armie aguinlt the Czliciassy and though 1 could not abſent my 
ſelffrom your fight without an extream trouble , yer would 1 needs bee one in that 
expedition , believing that in the war I might inde ſom occaſion ro make my ſelf re- 
markable, and to endear my acquaintance to you ; I put my ſelf in arfiong the forces 5 
without any cornmand, and the Gods favored my good intentions (o far, that in the 
fiſt encounters , 1 did the Queen ſervices of ſom importance, which obliged ber to 
take mee near her perſon , to keep mee there witch a great deal of goodneſs, and ro 
mee to you y at our return, Behold, Madam , all that happened ro mee before 
theglorious hour, wherein you received mee into your ſervice, which I will call the firft 
of my life, ſince I never lived indeed, tilt T had the honor to bee yours, 

Ie was in theſe terms that Orontes told mee the beginnings of his life, and I lent him 
anacyellous attention to the end of his diſcourſ ; but afrer I had ralked a while with 
him, and Hippelita , concerning the things he had related , eaten a light meal , and ſuf- 
fred my wounds to be dreſſed, | delired ro know what had befallen him, fince the time 
of his bar:iſhment from mee, hoping for no leſs ſatisfaction thereby, thgp I had receiy- 
elby his firſt adyentures , and having ſent all ſuſpected perſons out of my chamber ,: 
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I praied himco give mee that relation » and Orontes Without ſtaying for a mote exp 
commard began again in theſe terms, | "4 
My faulc was ſo great, Madam, that as well as you , I judg'd my puniſhment to by 
juſt, and when you pronounced my fatal ſentence, I had neither cauſ, nor define d 
murmur againſt it ; you ſaw with what tranquillicie of minde I received it, and the 
yens that beheld my ſtay in the arbor after you were gon , were Witneſſes that ww 
ſevere decree, made mee neither accuſe you of inhumanitie,nor complain of my defi 
yet having a heart which was not impaſſible, and which becingſcapable of all the tor 
of ſorrow, could nor bee more deeply, nor more julily afflicted with themy then is & 
encounter » it ſunk under ſo violent an afſaulc, and gave no longer ear to conſtani 
nor to philoſophie ; my firſt motion tended roward death , and I judg'd that eyey 
of ſelf-loye I ought to die, thereby ro deliver my ſelf from a thouſand miſeries me 
Cruel then deach itſelf: and that in reaſon I ought co give you ſatisfaRtion for 1 
faulc I had committed; all my thoughts agreed in this reſolution, and I belicgd 
love could nor have a nobler concluhon , then in giving you the remainder of a tis 
which I deſired not to preſery after I had made ic unworthie ro pleaſ you, and to 
ownedby you. Ir is molt juſt (cried 1 of a tudden) it is mott juſt, Theleftris 
you ſhould bee ſatis fied , and chough you have not commanded mee to die, tha ſpaty 
of my life is an effet of your goodneſs , which I ought not to abuſe ; you bad mee 
that I might be ſenlible of femorſ for my oftence , bur you forbad mee not ro « 
chat I might freemy ſelf from ſo great a torment, and you will pardon mee & 
ſmall diſobedience , which puniſhe's, and ſatisfie's mee 'both rogerher, I am we 
chiero live for you, and'tis impoſhble 1 ſhould live without you , conſent thereſare 
the loſs ofa life > which cannot be odious to [you » without beeing inſupportable 
mee, and condemn mee not to a great many lingring deaths ; ſince one alone, ads 
ſhorc one, is able to deliver mee fromchem all, Iſpoke many other words wallets 
Juſt and a quiet deſpair , and rifing up from the earth where I had continued uno 
able after your going away , I alreadie had put my hand upon the hilt of my ſword 
execute my lalt reſolution, when the Gods ſent the officious Laſcaris» to prevent it; 
'twas that young man » Araſpes his ſon , whom 1 ill kept with mee, and who mide 
the name of Laſcariahad all chat while liv'd among rhe women the Queen your th- 
ther gave mee; and to whom alone I had rruſted the ſecret of my loye, and inderdtis 
diſcretion was exceedihg great » and though his years were hardly more then mine," 
was hee little inferior in prudence, to thoſe of ripzft age. As ſoon as hee came 
the arbor hee obſerv'd an alteration in my countenance , and conſidering my es 
which hada wilde, fatal look, and che ſuddenneſs wherewith I fiarred up and had 
begun to draw my ſword ; hee ſuſpected my intentions , and catching faſt hold of my 
arm, Ah !

Sir ( replied 
Loſcar pulling my hand with all his force fromthe hilt of my ſword, and conftrair 
ing mee to fit down upon the ſeats of green curf which were in the arbor) com to 
your ſelf again, and conſider how much this deſpair is unfirting your courage 
how much it thwarrt's the authoririe of the gods. He continued making mee a long 
diſcourſto the ſame purpoſe, ro which I anſwered only by a few fighs , and ſeri 
mee inſenfible of his argomenrs, and but lictle diverted from my reſolution : Ac

poſed their Forces with all the orders , that were neceſlary:”Irt.was the making of 
'rhoſe Bridges they incended to calt over che Euphrares, on both hdes the Town, 
and alchough. peradventure, rhey might have avoided fighting, by making them 
further trom«he Ciry ; The Princes who ſhunned not the occations of coming tg 
blows with che Enemy, and whointhis diſtance fornd more convemence, then 
io a grear:r, choſerather ro hazard a few menwith them, theno ler cheir Ene. 
mies believe that fear had diverted chem from any of their reſolutions. The Boarg 
were ready vpon the Banks ofthe River, and belides them that were neceſl; 
for the building of the rwo Bridges, there were a great number of othersthar 
were to be filled with Soldiers , to ſuſtain the work-men, and to oppoſe the (ally , 
which the Enemies might make vponthe River, That day the Army: was com- 
randed by Artaxerxes, and hefor his poſt, took the Bridge, that was to be made 
on the welt-ſide , leaving that on the Ealt , ro Prince Oroondares. The Forces de. 
fined ro ſuſtain rhe work-men , were drawn out equally, and with the very ſame 
orders on both ſides of the Town; and becauſe the Princes would not do that 
day, as they had done in ſtorming the Our-works, the glory whereof they had 
left wholly co Prolomeus and Lyfimachus; Oxyatres, Antigonus Demetrius, Alexan- 
der and many othets, went a long with Prince Artaxerxes ; and Lylimachus, Ptolo- 
meus, Eumenes,, the valiant Amazone Queen followedthe Prince Oroondares; 
Crarervs and Artabaſus Rayed to defend the Camp, with the body of che Army 
and Polypercon advanced as near to the Morte, as he could lie from the Enemies 
Arrowes, The Battalions ſtood firm upon the Bank of the River, while the 
firſt Boats were'placed, and the work. was begun on both fides, continuings 
good part of the day wichour any hindrance; but when they began ro extend 
themſelves a great way upon the River, the other Bank became over-ſpaed with 
mang. of the |. Squadrons; and from within the Town, they taw come 
forth on eicher fide a hundred Boats well man'd , who through the fiream a& 
vanced in good order ,, roward thoſe that were at work, That being no more 
then the Princes had foreſeen, they were not art all affrighred at it , buc preſently 
according tothe order that had been taken, they went inco the Boats , tharſiood 
ready by the ſhore, lirtle different in nuraber from thoſe of the Enemy, Oroon- 
dares took one for himſelfe with thirty Soldiers, Lyſimachus, Thale(iris, Prolomens, 
and Eumenes did the ſame ; and ſo every Boat had irs Commander , and its So- 
diers , according as had beenaſſigned them by the Princes. The ſame order was 
obſerved on the other fide , where Prince Artaxerxes was, and both prepared with 
a great deal of cheerfulne(s for that extraordinary kinde of combat : Alcetas 
commanded the ſally againt Prince Artaxerxes, and Caſſander that agaipli 
Oroondartes, - 

Theſe two lictle- Fleets were ſeen to draw near te one another , by Forceof 
Oars; and thoſe of Alceras and Cafſander were already within Bow-ſhoot ofthe 
Work-men and by thick ſhoures of Arrows , began toput an obſtacle in their 
deſigne z when they were compelled to turn head toward thoſe of theic Enemies , 
which cuuing the waves with an incredible ſwiftneſs, gor the paſſage of them, 
and. comi ween , ſhelrred their men chat were ar work. That fight , 
like.co be bloody , was for all that very gallant co look upon; and chey, 
from the Bank beheld what was done upon the River, if they could have con- 
fidered it without intereſt, might have found a very pleaſing divertiſemenc. 
The Princes that day were bur lightly armed, that they might be able roſwim, 
in caſe they ſhould be puc/ro-thar Exrremity ; and moſt of . had nothing 0f 

their Heads , bur little:Murrions, Thoſe of the Enemies , who then could look 
_upan, Prince Oroondates at; the Prow of his lictle Veſſel, one foor ſet f 
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aponthe edge of it , his lefr Arm covered with his Shield; and his right; atmed 
with char gliccering Sword, which had already ſhed ſo much of their Blood, felc 
- achilneſs, which running over all cheir Bodies, rook away part of their former 
" boldneſs. The Boars of Lyſimachus and Thaleftris, chrough a generous emulation, 
wete advanced by the fide of his; and thoſe of Prolameus and Eumenes, came art 


the head of all che reſt, Before they were able ro joyn, many Souldiers of either 


Party. fell, by each oche:rs ſhafts wichin their Boats, or inco the River ; but Prince 
Oroondates oppoling his broad Shield againtt choſe Arrows, that were aimed at 
him, and commanding them,rhar ſteered his Boar, to cloſe- and grapple with thoſe 
ofthe Enemies, to engage them to another kind of fight, advanced through the 
thickeſt of theic Darrs, with as muck confidence, as ifhis body had been of ſome 
able matrer; Ar laſt his defires were accompliſhed, and his Enemies noc 

aiding the combar, he quickly ſaw himſelf in their Frone, and had means to 
ler looſe part of his valour, and part of his fury' againſt them : - His generous Com- 
panions {ſeconded him with a reſolureneſs, lictle inferior ro his; and cheir Ene- 
miesreceived them, like men of courage, and like men, that were determined to 
fight Rourly, Thoſe who with Caflander commanded rhe foremoſt Boats, were 
Tolas his Brother, Aritfton head of che Peonians, whorhe day before was come in- 
to Town with a ſupply of Six thouſand men, a Captain, who was very conſider- 
able under Alexander, for having lain Stratopaces, and done many gallane a&ti- 
ons;  Eyander his Brother,, a valianr man, andof a greater ſtrength of body, then 
any one, that fought ac that rime in Perdiccus his Parry» And Andiagoras, Prince 
ofthe Parthians, who for allhe was a Perſian, conſidered not che memory of Da- 
_ in the perſon of the Prince his Son, nor in che Incereſtof the Princeſles his 

hrers, | 

Theſe Ware-like menwirthſtood the, fury of our Princes, and fiopt their impe- 
twoulneſs for alongrime by their couragious reſiſtance: The Souldiers by the ex- 
ample of their Commanders, tuck undauncedly to the aght, and the Warer of 
Euphrates began quickly to change colour, by rhe Blogd- ofeach party, that was 
ingled with it, Theſervice was as hot en the ocher fide with Prince Arraxerxes

blows he gave, Antigonus and Oxyatres, did'rhings worthy of their high repura- 
uon ; 


ations. Arſaces cloſed preſencly with Alceras, bor their forces were l; 
wd if he had not-been ſpeedily ſucconred by his men, that Prince's hand had 
pat an end re his patſhon for his Siſter, - Arſaces ſeeing him ſaved from his reſenc- 
menc, turned his anger upon divers orhers, and:many hves were then cur off 
by the edge of his Sword. Demetrios was fighting with Neopcolemus, and An- 
and Oxyatres, with the two Commanders of the Argyraſpides ; all che 

Boats were mingled. by che example of their Leaders, and rhe cembar 
mas obllinately diſputed in.everyplace. - In the interim, in Oroondates his fide, 
there paſſed actions, chat weze very memorable, . and thar Prince having given 
death to all, char preſenced rhemſelves-oponthe edge of their Boats, was hooked 
to:thar of Caflander, and having known him by che means of many of his men, 
whoſhewed him to him, and by the Enemies which often named him, 
ms kindled with an extraordinary fury at. the fight of chat man, who had ſworn 
his death , and whom, beſides the ſuſpicion of his crime, made. him to hare 
wa particular manner ; he praiſed rhe $ods for that encaunrer, and ſecing Caſlan- 
der the edge of his Boat,-inche poſture of a reſolute. man, (ſander 
( he ) behold rhe Scichan, whom rhou would kiſl ; and beholdche innecenc 
tival who deprives thee of Roxana's affetion, whether ke willor no: Effet thy 
threats againſt my life, and try, if rhou haſt choſena crivial enterpriſe in arrempring 
the-dearh of Oroondares. - Cafſander, whom chat Prince's aRions had terified al- 
"ready, greyypale at theſewords ; and if he could have found avy handiom way to 
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avoid the combar , would willingly have been excuſed ; but having ſo many 
witneſſes of his a&ions ,. he diiſembled his fear, and- holding forth his ſhield 
againlt che fic blows of his Enemy , he armed himſelf with - his deſpaic, and 
with the affiftance”of thoſe about him; they were borh of chem very 

for his 1afry, and the furious Prince of Scythna laid at him fo forcibly with his 
Sword , that he flaggered , _ amongli his men , being ready to fall; and 
he no ſooner had quirred the edge of his Boat , bur Oroondares leaped in it, 
and many of his men by that open way got in after- him ; kis aim being chiefly 
at Caflander, he cloſed with him im rhe midſt of all chereit, and ſeizing 
him wich a puiflanc arm, lifted him up with that force , which was nor to be 
paralleld, Go thy wayes (ſaid he) cool choſe flames that makes thee ſo audacious, 
and wich theſe words he plunged him into the River ; neicher the reſiſtance of 
all his men, nor that be made by ſiroggling in his arms, being able to hinder 
him, Caffander ſunk under the Water , bur he preſencly came up again, and 
ſought his ſafety by ſwimming among thoſe of his party : Oroondates could 
have oppoſed it , if he had pleaſed , bur he deſpiſed hin ; and rurning his arms 
roward chem , that made head againſt him in the Boat , gave him the leiſure to 
ſave himſelf in one of thoſe , that advanced to his relief. Lylimacus and Prolomens, 
who were engaged with Ariſton and Iolas , had forced theic firſt refiftance with 
an admirable valour ; but when with a great deal of probability they were in 
hope of che viftory, they had been affaulred wich two other Boats. which had 
not onely retarded their defign, but had alſo pur them into a manifeft danger, 
Eumenes was fighting with Andiagoras, and by a happy beginning, made him l-

rerrible annimared , that after' having taade Evanders arms red, with the blood

ward thoſe, that were abour her, and asked chem, by whore, and in what manner 
ſhe had been ſaved ; they told her the cruch, in « few words, and 1:t her know the 
Obligationſhe had unto that Stranger : And where is he (ſaid fhe, *rurning her 
eyes onevery hide) where is he, that hath defended my life; wich ſo much yalor and 
oodneſs ? Madam (anſwered they) As ſoon as ever he ſaw you open your eyes,and 
begin ro come to your ſelf, he went away ; and praying ts to have a care of yeu,fince 
you no longer needed his ſuccor, he vaniſhed from our eyes, like lightning, Ah? 
(cryed the Qreen at that reply doubtwirhour he is rhe vety ſame,that ſaved my life ar 
the laſt Barrel * iris cicher my good Angel, or ſome manſenr from the gods,” for my 
preſervation : But the gods forbid, he ſhould ſo ofreneſcape the acknowledgement I 
we him, and that 1 ſhould be longer ignorant, ro whom I am ſo ofen indebred for 
Fi vice ; Iwillfollow thee, My miraculous and flying Defender ; and wherher thou 
beeft,god or man, I willdo all char poſſibly I can, to render thee, cicher rhe Sacrifi- 
ces, or the Thanks, that are due to thy relief, With theſe words, rifing fromthe 
place where ſhe ſar, after many yo 99 that he could nor be very far aff,andhavi 
ired which way he wen, ſhe got upon the fixſt Horſe ſhe mer with, and vallop'd 
away, to ſeek him by thardireRiop, 

In this interim, the Vi&ory declared ir ſelf on both (ides, in favonr of our 
Princeſs; Arraxerxes on his, encred Alceras his Boat, had chrown moſt parrof the 
Soldiers over-board, and their Commander himſelf hadgnot eſcaped death, or 
mpriſonment'; if, while! his men held char furious Conqueror in play, he had + 
nor got into Neoprolemus his Boar, which paſſed near his with a vety few Soldi- 
evinit, and which, wich much adoe, had faved ir ſelt by flight, from the valor of 
Demercius, Anrigenes and Tevrtamus, at the ſame time, fled before Oxyatres ; 
and Antigomus, and the other Boats, by their example, foughs nor any longer ; 
forthey rhat were lefr incthem, ſeeking noching bur their ſafery, rowed; as hard as 
ever they were able; roward the Ciry, Oroondates and his Companions,. hadre- 
ducedrheir Enzmies to the like cendicion ; Caffander having felt his fury, durft 
 mtfiand him any more; and after, having from the Boar, in which he had ſaved 
birpſelf, continued for a while ſore kinde of oppoſition, withoue coming near 
thar dreadful Enemy, he had at laſt turned his Prow toward the Town, leaving 
| his 
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tus Parry..ro che mercy of the Conquerours, Oroondates who ſaw him fiic at to0 
rear once , to hope to overtake him, made him hear his voice , to redouble 
15 rerrour : ftay (cried he) ſtay Caflander , return not to Roxana, withour having 
execured, at leaft, ſame part of thy threats :. Doſt chov leave Oroondaces alive, thoy 
that ſhovldeſt have ſlain him in the midſt of achouſand Swords?doſt thou now ſhame. 
fully flic before him ? Caflander,whom this yoice froze with a thouſand deadly fears, 
heard -ſome of cheſe words plainly enough , buthe had nor the confidence to reply 
avd contenting. himſelf with ſaymg, rotheſe. char were with him, That fortune 
waS contrary to him ar that preſent , and that anether rime ſhe perhaps would be 
more favorable; he made them row ſohard, That he ſaw himſelf quickly ins 
place of ſafry : Lyſimachus and Prolomeus, were then ping chaſe to Andi 
and Ariſton, and Iolas had followed his Brother, frome ion othis fhghe 
There was 2 great deale of blood ſhed in that defeat ; and if the conquering 
Princes had not been merciful in their victory, it would have been far more 
bloody , then it was: Yetwas it not ſo light » bur char in both places there were 
ſlain : Filreen hundred of the Enemies; whoſe bodies were ſeen floating up- 
on the River | and whoſe bload had altered the colour of the water , for many 
Furlo ; 

Dang attempted not to enter the Town, after the fugitives, know- 
ing well , That chey could nor polhbly land ;--chat the cauſes , which bordered 
the Rivet , and which were bordered with Soldiers , were of height , lictle dif 
ferent from that of the walls; and that befides, their number was roo ſmallt 
go and & age themſelves, among ſo many thouſand men, wherewith the Cizy 

was d . "They returned our of Bow-ſhot , toward their workmen , who 
had already done a great deal of work ; and according to the notice , the Princes 
gave each: ocher of their ſucceſs, it was found , that they had conquered bath, 
almo#4 ar the ſame time , andaevith an event bur licle different ; yer did the viftory 
coſt them. Five or fix hundred ef their men ; Bur of all che. conſiderable Come 
manders, there was none wounded, except Antigonus 1n the leit arm, and Eumenes 
inthe ſhoulder, Agro >. 

- A Bridges were 1n a very good forwardneſs , but the reſt of the day was nat 
enough to fimſhthem , and they were coufident , That the Enemies forces, wha 
had nar the _ Bank, ng fr ſuffer them to be made an endef, 
wichoor ing ; yet did not ahe Princes judge ic neceflary, to-ftay longer 
che River ; and i leaving certain Boats beamed, berween the Towne exits 
Workmen , to keep them from being affaulted inthe wight, which chey 

ſpend wholly in continuing their work , They, went a ſhoar coreft the , 
afrer the labour they had undergone that painfull day. Berenice received her Bro- 
rher, a nd her lover, with the tranſports of hex ordinary affetion : Deidamia, 
Barſina, and her hſters , appeared no leſs joyfull , rhen ſhe , for that good ſucceſs; 
and all the Camp welcomed che Viftorioas Princes , wich acclamations andre- 
joycings: They gave order to have the bodies ſoughr of the principal men , that 
had been ſlain in chat ſervice, to give chem butial , then chat of fiſhes 
bellies ; they cauſed thoſe that were wounded to be dreſſed , and by ſome ſacri- 
fices , returned than 0 the Gods for ſo favourable an event, Then they com- 
manded our Forces to make the decent when the Bridges ſhould be finiſbed : un- 
der the conduct of Demetriag,, Alexanler, and Menelaus ,yorg-Princes , whe de- 
fired that occahon, to make themſelves famous , and it was granted chem ; not 
naving thougns ic neceſſary, Thar all che Princes ſhould return chither , as they 
had done then, unleſs the iſſue ſhould oblige them ro ir: Only Thaleſtris was 
wanting in that brave afſembly; Hippolita Menalippa , . and the reſt of het wo- 
men enquired for her , with great earneſineſs, and great apprehenſions ; and Oro- 
ondates and Berenice, were m9 leſs troubled ther they , to know what was become 
of her ; ar faſt' there were: Soldjers found, who told them. of her adycnare » 
and, having related. all _ that/paſſed, and with what baſt ſhe was run after 


the, track. of - that firanger, to whem ſhe was indebted for bow: bfe, 
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delivered them from theic fears, and cavſed many to take Horſe to follow 
her, 
.»- lo the mean while , that fair Princeſs rode with great diſquiers inqueſt of her 
yalianc defender,” and asking newes of him, from all ſhe mer, by the tokens that 
had been given her, ſhe learnt as (he went ovr of the Camp , Thar he had been 
ſeen roger vpot a Horſe, which a man held ready for him withour the Line, © and 
thac he went croſ; the Fields rowards a wood, that appeared abour Thirty or forty Fur- 
| longs off on the left hand: The Qyeen obſerved ſome rrack of Horſes on that hde,rhar 
was ſhewn her , and reſovled ro tollow ic, with ſome hope of ſncceſs inche ſearch ſhe 
went abour, Mauft my 1ll forrune (ſaid ſhe?) make me ow my life roa man ſo often , 
withour being able to reftifie ſome acknowledg»ment for my ſafery ? But (ſaid ſhe 
again perchance it is not a man, whom I am obleidged ro for it : This ſuccor, I have 
ewwice received in ſo great a neceſſity, hath ſomrhing in it that is miraculous, and I 
oughtratherto believe,thar it is a god, thar ir is the proteRing angel of the Ama- 
. zones come down form heaven roſave my life in thoſe extremities. The ſuddenneſs,of 
whar he did in my favour, the ſaddenne(s,wherewith he ewice hath vaniſhed from 
our eyes, markes out ſomthing of divinity; and if it had been a man,he neither would 
have ſhunned my thanks, nor the praiſes 'dvero him for ſuch gallane aons.

And who gave (o great and (o imporrant reparations for her oftence > She had ſome 
other diſcourſes with her ſelf, full of irreſolurion, 'when ſhe emred intothe Wood , 
thar had been ſhewed her, and there upon the green ſwarth ſhe loſt char rrack*, ſhe 
.had followed, and wandred abour a great while among the Trees, Thiat Wood 
had ſomthing, more wild and ſavage in it thew others, and was more ſuirable 
then ordinaty ,-ro a melancholy , ſolirary humor : The Trees were of an exceſſive 
/. height, and with age were almoſt covered with. Moſs and Ivy; their'tofted 
Branches caft a ſhade, which evenart high moon, defended a great part of the 
from the ſuns'moſt peiccing Beams-: amovg the Trees one might ſee 
many peces of Rock over-grown alſo with Moſs, and for the moſt pare oypeng 
with a clear Warter , which moyliened the Graſs round about them , and which 
with the help of certain lictle Springs , turned inſen<6bly ine a lictle Rivuler': 
The place was rugged and unfit for walking, as well by reaſon of the Rocks, as 
of thick Bryers and Buſhes , chat opt the paſſage, and ſhewed , ir was bit 
Iitle frequented. The Princeſs roved about a while , where it was paſſable , wit 
aſt inconveniency ; and though (he was almoRour of hope; ſhe found ſome —_ 
nevertheleſs in viſiting a place fo unfrequented ,- and ſoconformable to thatpen- 
hye humor, ſhe had long been.in. The Wood was of a large extenr, and ſhe ſpent 
ſome time in ſcearching through a good part ofic, ar laſt;'' ſhe camero 2 hietle

her Cloachs, and the water ſhe had ſwallowed that day /' contained her-to a- 
& nh and to take a little reſt upon the Graſs : Her deep mifings kepe her chere ſo 
vp , that ſhe ſpent almoſtan hour, ere ſhewas aware; : 'at laſt r 1 
the deben, that had brought her into thatWood , 'and looking on which fide ſhe 
ſhould cominue her ſearch , ſhe perceived athing , ſhe had not raken norice'of be- 
fore ; ſhe fromthe edge of the Brook , a good way intorhe Wood , on thar ſide 
where 
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Where ſhe had nor been, obſerved that the Graſs was trampled down by the rread- 
ng of Men and Horſes, which ſeemed to have worn a kind of path, and thereby 
Ge ſuſpeRed, thar place to be inhabired by ſome body, who for the uſe of thar 
Rivuler, had bearen char lictle way, by having often gone ic. She began to ſertle 
in that bleief, when ſhe heard a noiſe, and looking round about, ſaw a Horſe 
come trotting down that path; he had a Saddle on his back, but was wichone 
cicker Bridle or Halcer, and toſſing up his head, and neighing at Gght of 
che Amazon's Horſe ; he came unto the Brook, where he drunk quietly of the 
Warer, that rouled along certain liccle Flinrs, and when his thirſt was quenched, he 
rook the ſame path again, as a way that was uſual ro him.

and fidelity of poor Oronxes (continued ſhe , turning towards thoſe objeRts, that had

Never had I any 
defire of returning into my Countrey, though Laſcaris ſolicited me perpetually , but as 
I avoided nothing ſo mucb; as perſons of my acquaintance, and thoſe that might oblige 
tme to change that ſolitarinefſe into a more ſociable life , I never would give car to his 
entreaties : True it is, that what he ſuffered by my occaſion , touched me fometins 
very 
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yery ſenſibly, and that 1 did all chat was run to perſwade him to forſake me , and 
to go and cake a Retreat, which 1 offered him amongſt my friends , and which I could 
have procured him by Letcers, 1-would have = him; but as I rejected his Counſels, 
herejeRed my offery, and { conld never win him to do what I defired, If you ask me, 
how you then ſtood in my thoughts , I will tell you , that you were tn Monſter , to 
Gadd « tyrannical power kepe we in ſlayery; and as the thing, which in all the world 
lendeavoured moſt to hate, nay, which I did hate, and yet for all my barred, coald not 
hinder my ſelf from loving it a chouſand times more dearly then my ſelf : Hatred, 
Grief, Anger, and Jealouſie, thoſe imperious paſſions tore my heart , like Promethean 
Valtares, and that was it chat then cauſed me to take that device of the heart , torn 
Valtores, under which 1 found yoy, and under which I lifred my facrilegious arms agai 
1 was come to Suſa , when I heard the news of Alexanders death, and i had 
gone from thence but a little while, when I heard ſpeak of conteſtations amonglt 
his Succeſſours, and preparations that were making for a War: My grief bad not cx- 
tingniſhed che inclinations I had everhadco Arms, and being I he for death; 1 
I could not meet with it more honourably , then in the occaſions Fortune 
offered me: I therefore took my j comnrd tabyion , end atrivedchere, as you - 
may have heard the day your Army AP bur before I came within 
1 riding of this place, I in a Town of your party , learnt the names of thoſe 
that were moſt intereſted in this War. 1 was told that Craterus, Lyſimachus, 
Prolomeus, and Antigonus were of the one party , and on the other, Petdiccas, Caflan- 
der, Seleucus, and many more that were named to me. . Ithen called to minde the 
friendſhip 1 bad formerly had with Caſſaoder , and bis Brother Iolas, when I had 
ſerved Antipater in the War againſt the valiant Apis, King of the Lacedemonians, 
it had not been ſo light, but that the remembrance of it was till very deartome; and 
fince I was neceſſarily obliged ro take one party , the juſtice of both being unknown to 
me, Ihadresſonto prefer that of my ancient - Friends before the other , of ſuch as 
were meer ſtrangers. 1 was travelling toward Babylon with this deſign, when 1 
was ſtopt by ſome Horſemen of your Army , and when uponthe Baak of the Euphra- 
tes I ran ſome carreers with reafonable ſucceſle againſt a great many gallant men: 
You know what the iſſue of chem was , and how by the frank civility © ole worthy 
perſons, I was conducted co the Gates of the City; and+you ſhall learn, that afſoon 
as | had made my (elf known to Caffander, and that I had cold him how defirous 1 was 
to ſerve him, he received me with acclamations of joy and tranſport, and gave me the 
moſt affeionate welcome I could expet from my moſt paſſionate Friend: He 
ſented me to Roxana, Perdiccas, Seleucus, and other the moſt conſiderable men of their 
; and at his recommendation, I was received by them all , with civilities which I 
had not merited. Caſſander made an abſolute confidence with me , and would needs 
have me ſhare the command with him in all places , that was a thing that rendred me 
moſt perfe&ly criminal, by giving me occafion to draw my Sword againſt my Princeſle : 
inthe firſt Encounter that paſſed , you know that our Combat, after having been ob- 
flicately diſpured, was interrupted by Caſſander, who judging that againſt fo terrible an

ber that Encounter, ſince by an aRion full of generoſity you teftitied the greatnefſſe of

vemade me end my life under his Horſes feet. I rendred you what was due unto 
nlour, (replied Orontes) but by that ation of Caſſanders, I loſt part of the e 
and friendſhip I had born him ; it was much diminiſhed a few dayes after by the Accu. 
lation that was publiſhed againſt him , of having poyſoned his King ; whereof he did 
not clear himſelf ſo well , but that 1 entred into great ſuſpicions of it; andif after- 
ward I ſhared in command with him at the Battel , it was rather by che engagement of 
wy honour , then by that of the affeRion I ſtill had left to him. About chat time, 
Ihad a defire to ſee the great Arſaces, and though he ſhewed himſelf ro very few, 
ad that he avoided ſociety out of a ſad melancholly humonr , like that of mine, be 
was pleaſed not to diſdain my viſit ; and when he had learned who I was , be made ex- 
traordinary 
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traordinary much of me, ahd gave me marks of a particular affeRion , yet could he not 
hear my name without teſtifying by ſome alteration that appeared in his face, that be 
was concerned in it ſome way or other : The.cauſe was ſtilluoknownto me , bur by the 
' kindneſſes I received from that great man, and by the inclination wffich his high vertue 
and the admirable qualities ohys perſon bred in-me, I was fo firmly tied to him chat from 
thence forward it was his conſideration more then that of Caflander; that kept me inthe

Could I take a more gentle revenge upon ſuch 
perfidiouſneſs as hers? .And in baniſhing my ſelf for ever from her ſight , did 1 not do a 
good office to a perſon, who in her laſt affections bad reſerved notbing but hatred of it- 
differency for me ? By whataQtions then have I provoked het to theſe extremities of rage 
againſt me? Ah ! without doubt (ſaid I again) ſhe would give me my deatb, to dilpatch 
out of the world this witneſs of her infidelity ;ſhe will not ſuffer him to continue 

men, who before the eyes of all men can blaſt her with ſo many black reproaches; and 
fince the bloody injury ſhe hath done him, hath not been ſufficient to drive him to his 
grave, ſhe reſolves to ſend him thither with her own hands: Let us give her then this 
ſarisfation, and let us glur her with this blood, whereof ſhe appears- to be 0 thirſty:

Oxyarres , yet did he accept of it ar the defire of that Prince, andperadventare what 
reſpect ſoever he reftified roward him , he had no great reprgnance againltic, The 
King divided all bis Cavalry inco two parts,each of which conlifted ot ſeven or eight 
andrwenty thouſand horſe, and ſer choſe rwo valiant Commanders at the head of 
them with an equal aurhoricy, Mazevs had the Command of all the Infantry , and 
Prince-Artabaſus my Pather was the Kings Lievrenane General of the whole Army; 
the licrle knowledge I have ,even in che rerms of war, hinders me from ſpeaking of 
the march of our Army,and of our fit fi ſaccefles, After a great many of dates we came 
torhe bank of the Araxis , avd vpon Bridges of Boars that were prepared,our Forces 
drhar river and encamped in the Terncories that obeyed the KingofScyrhia.The 
King &the chicf Commanders would have hadthe Ladies (iay on this hide the River, 
bur they a'l rogerher oppoied tha: motion , and the Q1eens proteſted rhar hnce the 
King had b o-gh: them ſo far, they would follow him whitherſoever he went. You 
know, Si-, all that pafſed of any conſequence ar thar rime, and I will onlyrell you and 
the Prin. eſs your hifter, who is much leſs inſtructed inthern, choſe marrers wherein I 
have ſowe intereſt. We hardly were bzyond the River, when we heard that the King 
your Farhe- with all the forces of Scythia,was coming to meet us , and the next day 
after our Scouts diſcovered your foremoſt Trovps,who came to incamp within half a 
dayes tmarch of ours. You are nor ignorant, Sir, of all che skirmiſnes that happened 
inthoſe beginnings, and as you made your ſelfrenowned by a thouſand gallant a&t> 
ons on your fide,on ours yong Artaxerxes in thoſe firſt rtials of his Arms, acquired a 
marvelfons repuration : bat. Oxyarres ard Memnon prickrwith emulation,and enga- 
ved by the propofirions they had made,ran on murually ro extraordinary exploits, 
the report of thoſe that came off thoſe ſervices, did ations that were alcoge- 
cher wonderful. Perchance you may remember one encounter, which was the moſt 
blondy of all that paſſed beyond the Araxis, and which might deſerve the name of a 
batrel, thovgh che whole Armics fought not inir,finte on borh fides there were above 
ryenty thouſand men lelr dead upon the place. T remember ir very well, (aid Oro- 
onres interrupting Barſina ) it was to gain a rifing ground which was of adrantageto 
each party, thar the Cavalry was inſenhibly engaged ; we conteſted for it with a great 
deal of bloud, and t here ir was I received my tirtt wound, The Troops,went on Bar. 
fina, werealready mingled, and ſlaughter had broughe diſorder amonygſtthem, when 
Prince Oxyarres ſeeing Memnon, who blondy all over, hewed open his paſlage with 
his ſword among your men, came npto him with a loud cry,and placing himſelf by 
his fide; Memnon, ſaid he, do you ſee yon'd red Standard , about which che greateſt 
force of the Scyrhians appears, & where without doubt their moſt conſiderable Cap- 
tains hghr in perſon > Memnon having caſt his eye that way where Oxyatres point- 
ed ; I ſee ir anſwered he, and if 1 bz not deceived 'ris the King of Scithia's own Stan- 
dard,fince there are fo great a number of men thar defend ir. There it is, replyed Ox- 
. yarres, thar we muſt ſeek for Burſina, or for death ; we muſt either periſh,or bring off 
that glorions mark of valour, Lers on Memnon, and ſee to which of us forrnne will 
we that advantage, Saying theſe words he flew with his ſword in his hand into the 
midſt of rhe Scirhians,and Memnon excited with ſome reſentment for ſeeing himſelf 
ickt with honoor in ſoch an occaſion, infleadof anſwering, ran whicher glory call'd 
fie with animperuonſneſs like his ; I have heard chem ſay whowere preſent at this 
adion that never ewo men fovght more generovſly ; that emulation had like to have 
been facal robech of them, and they ruſhed headlong into dangers , where in all þro- 
bability rhey ſhovtd have mer with death ; but Fortyne was more favourable rothem, 
andrhoſe that followed hem were ſoanimared by their example; that they broke the 
Scithian ” ney in that place;and thethrong of thoſe that environed the Standard, 
upon which they had ſer rheir aim, being opened by their fury, they that defendedir 
teerer, were cither routed or cur 19 pieces,and he thar bore it, was bearen down with 
two blows given him at the ſame time by'Memnonand Oxyatres ; they both ſeaz'd

In all .. occaſions (purſued Barſina)) Prince Oxyatres did almoſt on the ſame 64. 
ſhion,and he hardly ever ſaw any danger into which he invited not Memnon, andineo 
which hedid nor precipicate himſelf with him : Memnon ſought not thoſe 
bur being ung to the quick,neither did he avoid them, and though in his diſcourſehs 
yielded altro Oxyarres, yet he diſputed all wich him by his ations ; this manner of 
proceeding had like often to have been their deſtruction, and was the cauſe that 
ſometimes commirred faults in poynt of their commands, by fixing themſelves too 
eagerly upon particular ations, The King himſelfe blamed them for ic many times, 
bur it was hard ro convert Oxyatres, who had underrakeneicher roeclipſe t 
of Memnon by the luſtre of his own, or make him periſh inthe dangers ro ey.

judge of thoſe that love and ſerve her - Is my paſſhon, or my perſon the more deſpica- 
ble becauſe anether loy'd you before me? And may I not repair fer the time tocome, 
whar I loſt nrime paſt, by having imployed ſome years of my life in other occahons, 
then thoſe of your ſervice? Muſt Memnon's Genius have ſogreat advantages over that 
of Oxyatres? And finally, muſt I be born to be his (lave, and he to be my c 
and my Maſter? You are born, Sir anſwered I,for greater matters then thoſe iowhich 
you now imploy your ſelfe; and I am born with all manner of inclinations to honour 
' you as Lought todo, Do not believe, Sir, that I am unſenſible of the __ your 

affeQion, 1 receive them with much acknowledgement & reſp=&, and the advantages 
I giveco Memnon, proceed from an ancient and a lawfull Engagement, and not a pre- 
ferring of his paſhon before yours; if I were tyed to you in the ſame maner, and that 
_ men there could one be found,who by Birth,or by the Qualities of his Perſon 
might be accounted above you, I would undoubredly diſdain him, co keep my ſell 
exactly within the conſtancy I ſhould ow to you ; and perchance I ſhould not have 
choſe thoughts of acknowledgement and reſpe& for him which I have for you, Ak!

me avoid the combar ; you often in as dangerous occaſions have ſeen me outbrave 
death without rerrour, and give my bloud liberally enough for you-andyours ; 'rwas 
by char remembrance 1 had oped for an uſage from you very different from this you 
make me ſuffer, and thar I had expected any thing elſe from Prince Oxyarres, rather 
then theſe crucll rhrearnivgs, in a love whoſe _—_ he himſelfe upheld, rather 
then bloudy outrages againtt my reparation, and rather then a cruell and violent de- 
fi2n again(t alife which was never ſpared for the intereſts of his Houſe.

Yer had he fo much 
diſ:retion and ſo much reſpe& ro Prince Oxyarres, that he would noc diſcover his 
proceeding to any body, for fear the King ſhould rake ic amiſs, and reftifie ſome dif. 
pleaſure againſt him forir ; he would nor ſpeak of ir ſo much asto me , doubting I 
might find ſome marer of affliction in ir, and I never heard any thing of ic till a long 
while after. In the meantime Prince Oxyatres, whether ic were by the r where- 
with he had been tranſported to ſee a man prreferd before him whoſe Birth was infe.. 
riour to his, atd who ſurpaſſed him not in good parts, or by the love which he blindly 
bore to me,was no ſooner at his Tent bur he was ſeaz'd ith a violent Feaver, and it 
increaſed with ſo much vehemence, that within three dayes the Phyficians began to 
donbc ofhis recovery, Being chat Prince was infinitely efteemed by the whole Courr 
hisfickneſs canſed a generall ſorrow , and the King ro whom his verrue made him 
dearer chen neernels of bloud, fell inco a ſenhible grief; I was particularly afflicted at 
it, and Memnon took irnot ill char T exprefſled my trouble ro him, In the firs of his 
Feaver he ſometimes fell into ravings , apdwhile reaſon was diſpofſeſſed of her go- 

verymentr, he talked of nothing bur Barſina , and by all his ations made thoſe that 
were abour him judge, that nothing bur his love had cauſed his fickrneſs. This know- 
ledge redoubled the Kings affliction, and he gave himſelf over ro his ſorrow in an ex- 

ve manner when he believed he could not ſuccour his Brother without deſtroy- 
ing Memnon whom he loved very dearly.and ro whoſe ſervices he believed himſelf as

theſe words ke turnad away hiseyes from my face", and by his a&ion couched me 
thac I hardly was able to-rerainmy cears ; Sir anſwered I, you ſhall nor dic for By. 
fina, and it had'been berrer.ſae had nzver come into che world, then to cauſe ſo grex 
adammage to her Country, My death is lizele con(iderable, replyed the Prince,and] 
receive it willingly, fince it is favonrableto you in delivering you from my impor. 
runities, 1 never received any from you, ſaid I, which I would be delivered of by the 
leaſt of your diſconrenrs, and if your life depznded on my wiſhes, I would makes 
many tor yourhealch as for mine own, You have more goodneſs in appearance, &6- 
plyed he,then incffeR, and when you ſaw me in another condicion, you Concribured 
nothing to hinder me from falling into this, in whick youſee me for the love ofyoy, 
Yer 'ris not, continued he with a tigh, to reproch you char I cell you this , yogare 
roo juſt inall your aftions ro find any reaſon to emn chem, 210g I puniſhns 
body bur my ſelf of the faults T have commited, I oughr alſo to accuſe no body by 
my ſelf &f the advantages you give my rival. He had ſaid more without doubrgfthe 
Phyſicidn#had not entreared him to keep filence, andif the Queens accompaniedby 
the rwo Princeſſes and PrinceArtaxerxes their Brother, had not entred then inthe 
Chamber, and comivg to his bed fide had not broken off that converſation, If Io- 
mirced nor to viſit him, Memnon for all he was his rival, ang'for all he was ſoillfs 
tisfied with him , was not ene of the laſt in offering co perform that. dury,. burthe 
Prince __ 'd a repugnance for his viſits, and when he was cold chat he meantro 
come and ſee him, he made known that he ſhoulddo hima pleaſure ts forbear, Itf- 
ficerhthar I am vanquiſhed (ſaid he )withour ſhewing me the face of my Conqueror, 
and if Memnon be generous, he ought to content himſelf with his victory mithour 
inſulting over me in my misfortune. Theſe words of the Princes which weretold 
Memnonagain,hindred him from coming inte the Chamber, bur not from going e- 
very day to the door to/enquire how he did ; that very care diſpleaſed the jealous 
Prince,and he ſaid to theſe rhart brovght him word of it, cell Memnonthar 1harebet 
a few daicsto live,that he was but a while ro exerciſe his patience,and that he ſhould 
not labonrſo much to learn the news of my death.

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Oniatres finding that day was nor favourable to his Party, and lofing hoÞe of 
a berrer iſſue, commanded a retreat ro be ſounded on all fides; bur he jefr above 
fx thouſand dead in the Moat, and brought off above cight thouſand wounded. 
Ic would nor be - Lage grevgglnrmayy — of rbe Princes for chis ill ſucceſle ; 
they, by che greatneile of their courage, diflembled part of it, and comforred 
themſelves by the hope of repairing their lofle wichin a few daies ; bur whey 
they heard the, fare of Prince Oroondates, they gave themſelves over totheir 
ſorrow, and received the news as they would have done thas of the ucrer ruine of 
their Parry ; they could nor judge wherher he were dead or Priſoner, but what- 
ſoever his fortune were, they could not without a morral grief, think ofthe loſs 
of eicher his life or liberry. . 

Lyſimachus made complaints more worthy of the greatneſſe of his affeion rg 
that Prince, than of the grearnefle of his cour Oronces, Oxiatres. Prolo- 
meus, (Queen Thaleftris, and the Princeſle were all drowned in an in- 
moderate ſorrow. Berenice called for death with a ſea of rears , and protefied ro 
all the world ſhe would not ſurvive the lofle of fodear a brother ; bur when Prince 
Arraxerxes at his coming to himſelf again ( which was above two hours after his 
blow ) was told that cruel news, he d without compariſon more ſenſible 
of it hari he had been of all che tragical adventures of his life. He ran 
blindly to bis Arms, and would have returned unto the fight, either to periſh. 
there, or to reſcue, or revenge his deareſt brother, is was ro no e for the 
Princes to rell him che condition of cheir affairs ; for he could nor E to CON» 
tinue. one minuce alive and ac liberry, while Oraondates was either dead, or in 
the power of his enemies ; tis cranſporrs were redoubled by the preſence of Be- 
renice, whom he ſaw pouring down flouds of tears, and nor being able co find 
* any conſolation for her, ſince he was uncapable of it for himſelf; Madam 

(faid be) I will either quickly - 9 > Oroondates, if he be living, or fol- 
low him to cbegrave if he be dead. Yer was he fain( after having allowed ſome 
time to that firſt brunr of his ) to heacken a little c5 his friends, and re- 
call chat forricude, which had formerly kept him from finking in ſuch important 
affairs, and ſuch conſiderable loſſes. 

In the mean tine Prince Oroondates was led without Sword or Cask g- 
long the ſireers of Babylon , and chough molt pare of che inhabirancs were chen 
upon the. walls, yer did there happen co be many in his paſlage, who behold- 
ing his brave wy admiration , recalled the almoft loſt Ideas into their 
minds, and remem hey bed in thei

- Neander needed noother perſwaſions to before Roxana , 
Rs dan cole ate hat i h 
s he promiſed him ; yer was hedeſirous the Prince ſhould have ano- 
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diccas. Oroondates underſtood Arbates his meaning, but he vouchſafed not 
to*re, ly; and looking upon him' with concempr, he made hing know thar all 
the good offices he could receive from him were rot capable to roucy him. 
Let us go (ſaid he, only ro Neander ) whither thou intendelt ro lead me; 
Roxana and Perdiccaz are equally my enemies, and ir 1s indifferent ro me whe- 
ther I am Priſoner to the one, or to the other. Yer was ic not without agrear 
deal of rrouble thac he ſaw himſelf carrying before. Roxana, but he had no 
leſſe averſion for the Gghr of Perdiccas, and he-alſo believed that ic was leſs 
ſhame ro him ro be ſo abaſed before a Woman, than before a man whom 
he could not eſteem , and whom he conſidered as his unworthy rival. Before 
he came unto the Palace, Arbates haſted away to tell the Queen the News, and 
ro prepare her for an Object, which in probabiliry ſhe could not behold wirh- 
out ſome inward warm 1 4h his foreſight _ _ wp mmnrend rang; for 
at a thing ſo unexpected , GT _ angely that in the 
firſt effects of her aſtonifhmene , the ſcarce had any underſtanding left ; rhe ex. 
ceſſe of happineſle ſhe found in that adventure, made her for a while incredy- 
lous of Arbares his report, bur when ſhe thought ſhe could no longer doubr of

have him lodged here in the Palace, and guarded by the guard of my ovvn per- 
ſon. 

With theſe words , ſhe ſent for the Captain of the guard, and vvhen he vas 
come to her ; Gol ſaid ſhe) receive the Priſoner Neander is bringing before us, 
lodge him in a quarter of the Palace, and ſtay your ſelf ro guard him vvith your 
ovvn company, but keep him in ſuch manner that no body may ſee tim , vvith- 
our my otder ; I ſay no , For I do nor mean , that ſo much as Perdiccas be 

red. The Captain went avvay vvich this command, and after him che 
Queen ſent Arbares, and ſome of her Officers, to give order about Lodging the 
Prince , whom ſhe dehred to have uſed according ro the greatneſs of his birth, 
and thar of the love ſhe bore him. : " 

That was all ſhe could doin che trouble ſhe then w#1n;, "as welt by reaſon 
of ſo unlooked for an accident, as of her fear for the ſucceſſe of the afſaulr ; rhe 
high intereſt ſhe had in ir cauſed grear diſquiers in ber mind, and ſhe had men

'and that you might tell me of Oroondates his being taken , as of a news of 
ſome imporrance. Perdiccas had heard a kind of a rumour of that bufineſle, bur 
had not been able co learn the crutch of ic , mor coget avy cercaifi information 
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of that Priſoners name, though the report of thofe wonders he had done ar is 
caking., had pur him into great i. cn” of the rguth ; bur when he heard ic 
from the mouth, he ſeemed tranſporred with joy at_ic , andcould nor 
difſemble the fear he had been in of ſo.dreadful a rival ; as couragjous as he was, 
the name of Oroondartes of late ſtruck terxour in him, .nor could he fancy him 
in the poſture he had ſeen him in twice or thrice Without trembling , when he 
remembred it was againſt that enemy he diſputed his pretenhons.

much goodneſſe , is to give up Oroondates to her abſolucely. May the Gods 
afſii you to make a progreſle in his heart, than I have done in the gain- 
ing of thar ingraredul Princefle and may they diſpoſe things ſo, chat he our of a 
uit ſenſe of the happineſle you offer him, may quitghat to me, which hecan ho 
longer diſpute againſt me without injuſtice.

neſs, I fell ro ſubtilcy and cruelcy, and that dreadful change of mind was 
no hing bur a pure effe& of chis affettion, which you have fo ingratefully 
required ; if at che firſt I croubled your e, it Was becauſe I _ you 
ſhould have ſoughc ic in none bur me alone, it was for you alone I had re- 
jeted mine ; If I had recourſe to ſubalry roger you from my rivil, ic was be- 
cauſe I believed you ought ro have been mine, as I was wholly yours, and that 
haying by che beonioln of your ingraticude loſt the bope of acquiring you, 
I was not willing may rival ſhould criumph over my deltrudtion ; and if after 
the death of che King our Husband, I would have diſpatched her our of the 
World, ic was Oroondates, and not ambi:ion of Empi:e, they were the Max- 
imes of love, and not the Madmes of Srare that carried me on'to ſuch a cruel- 
ry ; ſhe came again into a condition of raking Oroondates from me; and co endea- 
your toſecure him co my ſelf, I with her would have ſacr! cd allchar next after 
him was deareſt to me in the world ; imagine ſomeching + t more (tr thin 
thar, I was capable to have done it that I mighr purchiſe you , bur by cheſe vio« 
lences which I have done to a nature, that of ic ſelf was nor enclined (ocrueley, 
and by theſe blemiſhes which my aQions may haveſtuck upon my repuration, 
you ought to judge,Oroondates,of the greatneſs of my affeRion, rather than of 
that of my rival by che ſlender s you have d from her; ſhe hated you 
as ſoon 25 ſhe believed you ceaſed to love her, (the baniſhed you injurioull; from 
her preſence, when wich che price of your bloud, and che danger of your life 
kgs to buy her liberty,/and I have loved you in your ingraticude, in your 


\ Roxana made a ſtop ar theſe words, and the Prince ſeeing ſhe expeRted his an- 
ſwer : Ido riot deny (.Gethe ) bue thae cheſe proofs of afbica Shack u al- 
lags nee very di t from choſe I have received from Queen Starica, | 
ed for any ſuch from her , andif ſhe had beencapableco give me them, I 
might have been le co loſe the report and che. paſſion I had for ber, ir was 
in permirting meco ſee her, and co ſerve her, char ſhe expreſſed her to 
me, berter chan by crimes which could never have come into her thought with= 
our horrour, and by the knowledge I had of her,I received thoſe favours, as gr2- 
ces that you pr #1} ry rm — I wondred noe that the ſhould ceaſe 
tolove him, w im ingraceful and perfidious,. who in his grea- 
teſt fidelity was unworthy of her affeftion, and by means of "or at dls 
T vas ona ber aptntony to deſerve a thouſand deaths, with the ba- 
ni-hment the condemned me to; if ſhe hared me ſolong as my innocence was un- 
known to ber,if —— ———_— the crime, and 
CCCCCcec if 
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if ſince her marriage ſhe bounded all her affetions in the perſon of the King her 
Husband,and could neither love me, nor ſufter me after my juſtification : I accu- 
ſed nothing but her virtue only, and did nor think ic trange that a Princeſs, who 
could not commit a faulr, would not for my ſake go beyond the limirs of her du- 
cy. In ſhorr, Madam, though ir were true, that thar great Princeſs had ill required 
my paſſion, ſhe is ſuch an oneas merits an eternal ſervice, without the leat 
of requiral, and I am too proud of the advantage I have had above all other men, 
ro give a moment of my life to the thought of anotherylory, or of another fe- 
licity. Theſe inclinations ( replied Roxana.) have hitherto been very contrary 
co your repoſe, and rhe miſeries wherein you have paſſed your life, oughr, per- 
chance, have diverred = from that imprudenr perſeverance. miſeries 
' (anſwered Oroondates) (hall ever make my moſt glorious forrune,and that which 
1 have ſuffered for my Princeſs is above the higelt recompences I could propoſe 
unco my ſelf in a deſign leſs noble than thar of devoring my whole life unto 
Statira, You might, perhaps, y. with berrer fruir, ( added Roxana ) and 
though Statira were yer more worthy of ir than ſheis, perchance ſhe may never 
be in a condition to acknowledge it ; ſheisin the power of a man who will + 
ther periſh chan abandon her, and you your ſelf may conſider that you are my 
Priſoner. - 1 am a Priſoner, (ſaid Oroondates ) bur this captivity of the 
reaches not unto the ſoul,or if my ſoul be a priſoner, ir is ina priſon our of whi 
it neither can,nor ever will be ſer at liberty ; rhus it is you ſhare Oroondates with 
Statira z bur her part will eternally be hers, and you may happen quickly to loſe 
yours, by the ſuccour of a great number of gallant friends that fight for my deli- 
verance. Thar ſuccour of your friends ( replied Roxana ) is nor ſo infallible as you 
believe, and the ſucceſs of this day may perchance have cooled them for a 
many otbers ; bur I hope you will not need 1r,and that I ſhall make your priſon ſo 
P ing to you,that you no more ſhall wiſh for liberry ; it is wich that deſign Ide- 
ired you ſhould be my priſoner particularly, nor would I leave that advantage to 
enemies you have among us,whoſe incereſt in your ruine would perhaps have 
more powerful in them, than the conſideration which ought co be had of your 
on. 

After theſe words,” Roxana, who deſired firſt to try gencle waies, not being 
willing to exaſperare Oroondates by a longer converſation, rook leave of hm, 
when ſhe once more had promiſed him all the uſage he could hope for 
from = p_ houy > - the _ was moſt affeCtionate to him ; and going 
our of his , im arhi ro. refl: n that paſt entertainment, 
and his preſent condition. As ſhe Aur je > mock inge with torches, 
which were already lighted, ſhein aGallery mer Caſlander and Alceras; rhey 
boch knew of Oroondates | his being raken, which was di through rhe 
whole Town, -and alfowere noc ignorant that the Queen had been to viſit 
bim.Alceras preſented his hand ro her on that fide that hers was free, co lead her 
back unto her Chamber; and Caſlander,who by reaſon of former paſſages berween 
chem had not {> eafie an acceſs, kept ar a farther diſtance, bur he looked upon 
her wich which the rage of his jealoufie had kindled, and not knowing 
how to diflemble his reſentments. Your Majeſty ( ſaid he ) comes from doing 
an ation generous to exceſs, and if you had ſeen your pn ro day before 
our walls, 1n the poſture we ſaw him, animating his men by his voice, and by 
his ——_— the ruine of -our Party,and perhaps even to your own, it may be 
you would not have made ſuch” extraordi Faſte to vifie him. The 
who hated both the diſcoutſe and perſon of Caffander, anſwered him ſome-- 
_—_ briskly ; T have'rendred chat wichour generoſity, which 1 in rex 
owed to 4 man of Oroondates his quality, and I have rendred him not 
whereof he'is not very worrhy both by his birth, and by his virtue, He is yer the 
more worthy of it ( replied the jealous Caflander ) by the happineſs he hath not 
to be hared of you, but I will rell your Majeſty once morethat he appeared ve- 
ry ingrateful-ro day to-your affeRtion, and that you could not have honoures 
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the reſt of mankind; the marvellous power ſhe had over her paſſions, had made her 
difſemble her choughts in a ſeaſon, when by reaſon of ſcruples roo full of ſeverity, 
ſbe believed ſhe could nor handſomly diſcover them 3 bur as ſoon as without of 
fending the memory of Epheſtion ſhe had been able to turn her mind upon the 
aRions and perſon of Lyſimachus,he in them had found ſo many occahons to love 
him,thar ſhe was of opinion,thar ſhe could not without ingratitude, & inſenſibi- 
licy defend her ſelf againſt an affeftion that was ſo legitimare,and ſo much appro- 
ved by rhem char had the power over her; any other body bur Pariſatis would with- 
our doubt have (ſhewed greater tokens of it,and if Lylimachus had had to do with 
one whoſe humor had nor been ſo full of circumſpection,he might have conceived 
more advantageous hopes than thoſe he could draw from the actions of that Prin- 
ceſs,butif ſhe loved him before the dexth of Alexander,and before che revoluion 
of their forrune,: her affe&tion was wichout doubt augmented by rhe lalt proofs of 
his,not being ignorant thar it was chiefly for her revenge, and for her liberty, char 
be had made al his friends take arms,that he foughr before the walls of Babylon, 
and chat he expoſed himſelf every day to ſs many dangers ; ſhe had often quaked 
and grown palefor fear of him,as well as the Queen her lifter for Oroondates, ar 
the recical of thoſe barrels and combars wherein he might have mer wich deach 
for her incereſts,and though ſhe had diſguiſed the cauſe of her apprehenfions more 
carefully than ſhe, yer they had been bur licrle leſs chan hers. Till then nevertheleſs 
ſhe had maintained her For like Parifatis, but at this cruel relation of Caſlander, 
ſhe ſhewed more weakneſs chan ſhe had done in all the actions of herlife, and 
h ſhe made good the Empire ſhe had over her mind,ſhe loſt that ſhe had o- 

ver her face, and 1n an inſtant ic was ſtruck wich ſuch a paleneſs, that all they that 
were near her, believed with a yu deal of probabilicy ſhe would fall into a 
ſwoon ; Alceras itept to her ro hold her up,and her averſion againſt him could nor 
defend her at that time from receiving tus affifiance, nor from finking in his arms 
with lictle fign of life ; the Queen running to her received herinto hers,2nd kiſſing 
ber with much affection, and with words full of tenderneſs, 1+ rouched them in 
ſuch manner,who by their ſubcile praftiſes had pur her into chat condition, that 
ſhe made chem ſoon repent whar they had done. 23 

Alceras was noc le of a long difſimulacion,and fearing his deceir mighe pro- 
duce effe&s worſe than thoſe beginnings, and migh. bring the Princeſs into ſuch 
an eftare as would nor bein his powes roremedy, he drew near to her again, in 
whom there yer remained ſome ſenſe and knowledge z Madam ( faith he) give no 
credit to words,ic was at my encreaty he made you this recical, and ic 
was by thar device I defired co learn atruth, which I never had been able to draw 
from your former aRtions ; I have but roo well effected my defign, and would to 
God I had fill kept my ſelf in my bare ſuſpicions without clearing my doubts an 
furcher;we ſaw nothing,nor heard we any news of Lyſimachus his being 1 
or of the death of hisCompanions.,all the advantage we had was the taking of Oro- 
ondares, & the killing of a great many thouſand men that loſt their lives under our 
frals,burmy happy nvalis alive,and alive bur too certainly for my repoſe, be's ſafe 
from all Gilaltere Gince he hach the good fortune to be loved by you,boch above his 
meric,and tothe prejudice of my life. Believe this truch(concinged he, obſerving 
by the Princefſes action, that (he gave lictle faith co what he ſaid) fince you may 
be certified of ir wichin an hour, and fince this ſecond deceit could not but be uſe- 
leſs ro ter having drawn more from the former than Icould have wiſhed. To 
theſe wordsCafſander added his confirmation,&Peuceſtas,in whom the Princeſſes 
had more confidence than in chem,entring then intoche Chamber, by his report 
took away the apprehenGons of Pariſaris. She recolleQed all her ſpirirs chat were 
difipared bur ſhe came to her ſelf again with ſo much ſhame and reſentment,thar 
it was impoſſible for her to diflemble either.She rurned away her eyes from Alce- 
ras and Caflander,being inflamed with an that was not ordinary in herg and 
by her ation made them ſee they had mortally offended her. Alceras obſerved ir, 
bur being bythe knowledge gf his rivals good fortune caft down into an — 
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of grief,he was no berter able to hide his reſenements than Pariſacis,bur paſſing 
over th2 fear he would have had in another ſeaſon ro exaſperate her more again 
him. Madam(Caid he'I beg your pardon for our having deceived you,l ought to have 
contented my ſelf with the formet proofs I had of Lyfimachus his happineſs,wich- 
out uſing this rick to ſeck our what I have too plainly found : bur to deal with a 
mind like yours,a man is forced to try extraordinary waies: He would have ſaid 
more,if the Princeſs,infinirely diſpleaſed,had not thus int ted him. You have 
very well interprered an effec of my nor being well, rather than of Caſſanders 
diſcourſe, but though ir were rrue that the change you ſaw in me, proceeded from 
the grief I might receive by the death or wounds of thoſe valtant men thar fight 
our quarrel, I ſhould find no cauſe to fear any reproaches for it ; and though ac- 
cording to your ſuſpitions,it were for Lyſimachus alone that I ſhewed thoſe marks 
of ſenfbilicy,l owe enough to the merit of his ſervices, and to thar of his perſon, 
co remember the:n without bluſhing and I owe ſo lirrle to Alceras,that ic ſhould 
never be his intereſt ſhould make mero ic. Though my Siſter ſhould love 
Lyſimachus (added the Queen ) ſhe ſhould bur follovy the Will of the Queen her 
Mother, that of Alexander your King, and the Counſel of her elder Siſter ; bur if 
ſhe Rtoodin need to juſtifie that aftection ro any body living, it were leſs ro Alce- 
cas than to any other manin the World.I demanded no juſllication of ir(replied 
Alceras perhaps I am in a condition to give my ſelf ſome ſarisfaQion ; bur 
I'le demand chat affiſtance from my hand, which ic ows me againſt the forrune of 
my rival ; and peradventure, may make tears be ſhed for a real death, by chem 
whom a feigned one had ſo ſenſibly afiQted, Thar's che ſhorteſt way(added Caſ- 
ſander)and the moſt reaſonable one we both can follow,and I neither can nor will 
make my ſelf amends for Roxana's contempt of me, by any other means bur the 
death of Oraondates, The Queen, who was touch'd to the hearc wich chat diſ- 
courſe, loſt all.confideration of Cafſander, and looking at him with an eye kindled 
with a juſt indjgnation;lI doubt nor(ſaid ſhe)bur by the ſame arms thou madeſt uſe 
of for the death of the King thy Maſter, thou maieſt likewiſe compaſs the death of 
a priſoner ; bur I alſo know very well,that if he were at liberry wouldeſt flee 
before him as thou haſt ſhamefully done many times already. Ar theſe words,refus 
ling any longer converſation with them, ſhe took her Siſter by the hand, and en« 
_ her cloſer wich her,ſhuc the door. They remained in the Chamber 
d with rage at the Queens replies ſpecially Cafſander, whom rhe repro:chof 
having poyſoned his King drove into extremuties of fury , that brake forth into 
cranſporred words,which Alceras could nor hinder him from uttering. They are 
the Perfians(ſaid he)and che Race of Darius, not the Princes of Macedon,chat are 
guilry of che deathof rhe Macedonian King, They are the Barbarians unworthy 
of h:s rule, and of his alliance that have taken away the life of cheir Conquerour, 
and of their Maſter,and perhaps it was Oroondares fits rival, and his enemy that 
made him periſh to facilicare tus poſſeſſion of the daughter of Darius ; bur Twill 
prevent you borh well enough from _—_—_— fruir you prerend to by ir, and you 
ſhalt be puniſhed with —_ ath of char Barbarian,whom you borh uns 
- worthily prefer before rhe ian Princes, He would have ſaid more to this 
effe&t,if Alceras and Puceſtas, more moderate than he, had not carried him our of 
che room almoſt by force. After their deparcure, the ewo Princeſſes continued yer 
ſome hours rogerher; and when chey had ſpent che beginning of then in com 
ing of that vitt of Callander and Alceras,they employed the reſt in diſ of 
Oroondates, whoſe laſt accident took up all cheir thoughts ; they reaſoneda long 
while upon whar they ought to fear or hope for —— him,and were not able 
co judge wherber chey had more cauſe to be pleaſed or diſplexſed with rthar fore 
cune in that laſt advencure. In the end,it being grown late, they parted,the Priv- 
cels reciring to her lodging,and the Queen going to bed, where (be paſſed che night 
in diſquiets, which y were become habitual co her, 
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Barſina, as that of Prince Oxyatres, wherefore they boch gave him the liberty to en- 
certain her ; and he whoſe paſſion was really kindled again with more violence than 
it had been in former years, could not ſee himſelfin thote tearms wichour diſcovering 
by the changes of his countenance, howv ſenſible he was of fuch opportunities ; be be- 
an to diſcourſe with that Princefle in a way that ſhewed leſs contidence than in pro- 
babiliry he ſhould have had after ſo long an acquaintance with ker, and from that ti- 
moreuſneſſe Barſina drew a juſt compuration of the greatneſs of his love. They 
talked a while of Prince Oroondates, whoſe _ d'd then almoſt wholly poſ- 
ſeſs the choughrs of His friends ; bur from that Diſcourſe Oxyatres took eccafion to 
fall inco anocher. You arevery ſenhble (ſaid he to Barſina )of Oroondates his mis- 
fortune, as indeed you oughr.to be, both to acknowledge the eftzem te has of you, and 
to follow that which all che World has of him : I commend a ſenhibilicy grounded 
upon ſo much reaſon ; bur fince you are capable of ic for another , why-do you want 
it for Oxyatres, whoſelife has been you from the earlieſt years of your own ? 1 never 
was unſenſible (replyed Barſina)either of the qualicies of your perſon,or of the affeRi- 
on wherewith you heretofore were pleaſed ro honour me, and, you wicthout doabe 
fhould receive from my acknowledgmenc and from my eſteem , what I now pay to 
the misforrune of Orooudares, if you were in the like condition. Ah 1 Couſin (an- 
ſwered Oxyatres ) believe ir, I am no more ar liberty than Oroondares, and my im- 
priſonment, though ic be more glorious and more pleaſing chan that be ſuffers amongſt 
our Enemies, is not yer leſs firi, nor leſs difficult; robe eſcaped ; I Rand more in 
need than he of that compaſſion you expreſs for his diſaſter, I need, it. more than I dig 
in the firſt years of my affe&ion, and when upon'the Fronciers of Scythia I vas like 
to have died for you,l was not ſo fit an objeRt for your pity, as 1 am in the preſenc con- 
dition my Love has brought me £o. I had thoughe ( replied Barfina ſomthing our of 
countenance ) that a good number of years had worn a perſon our of your memory , 
whom you a 206. ay had placed there, and I have more reaſon then ever to be- 
heve ir,now that the better parr of my Youth is paſt,and that my years and my afflicti- 
ons have taken away what you might have accounted lovely in my face: ſhe could 
notend theſe words without a ſmile, and indeed ſhe had ſpoken them wich a grear 
deal of injuſtice ; ſhe was then bur inher ſeven and twentieth year, and neither her 
e,nor her many croſles had made her —_ ching of ber former Beaury. Oxyatres 
who with very much reaſon, thought her handl than ever ſhe ind bean, could 
not ſutfer the wrong (he did her ſelf,” and { off his Diſcourſe i need 
ly: JET did nor keow ( faid by ) that you ſpear your own © ,: Lſhould 
call the eyes of a thouſand witneſſes againſt you, who will all acknow the advan- 
tage you have now, above that of your former years ; neither the Beauties of your 
Body, nor the Beauties of your mind, had ever atrain'd to that degree you new poſ- 
ſeſs, nor did I ever arrive ar the perfection of my love till now ;- think not theſe years 
which are run our ſince I ceaſed to importune you,ro yield you up ro Memnon ; think 
nor that the miſerable fall of our houſe, or that the mulcipliaty of great Aﬀirs in 
which I have been almoftalwaies imploy'd, did ever ſeparate you from my choughts ; 
have alwaies reigned in _—_ wich your former Empire, and what occaſions 
Leverl had for the eſtab enc of my forrune,I never have been able to lodge 
any remembrance there, bur yours : I wich an indifferent eye have beheld all che Beau- 
ties of Aſia, and diſdained very advantageous Matches, to which poor Darius, and A- 
lexander after him did often times ſoliciete me; not bur char ſome reſent- 
ment, I have laboured ro forget a in whom I had found & lictle inclination to- 
ward me, burall was to no e againſt my Love, and though my trivings by the 
belpof'a long abſence , did ſomthing moderate the violences of ir, your x he has 
wakened them again with far greater power than ever : Now cherefore fair Princeſs, 
chat you are-in a condition which will not permir you todefend your ſelf againſt my 
love, by thoſe reaſons wherewith you were Wont to oppoſe ir, chat wich an abſo- 
lure berry, you by confidering my late aCtions can make refle&ion upon my former 
ſi 
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theſe ſervices, to which I am recalled by my former Deſtiny, and in which I mean co 
ſpend the whole reminder of my daies. Oxyarres brought forth rheſe words in ſuch 
a paſſionare tnanner,r hat Barfina was a licrle roxched wich chem,and having all her life 
time had a great inclination to efteen him, ſhe had nor any repugnance azain(t hiz dic. 
courſe ; yer did ſhe nor know which way ſhe ſhould reply, for as ſhe had much free. 
dom, and roo little affe&tion in her to ſeek excuſes upon thz _ of what ſhe 
ow'd unto the memory of Memnnon, which in probavilicy might have been moJerared 
ina Widoivhood of fix or ſeven years ; ſhe hid alſo ſone difhculry ro find cearms 
wherewich ſhe might expreſs her ſelf wirhout giving Oxyacres cauſe of complaint , 
and yithour favouring him beyond che limirs ot Decency. - This uncercainty made 
her continuefilent, and the Prince having for ſome time vainly waited for her anſwer, 
I ſee well-( purſued he )char I ſhall be no happier in this ſecond Tryal of my fortune, 
than I was in my firſt, and chat which here:otore was found in the meric of Memnon, 
will be found now in the defe&s of Oxyatres. He raiſ'd his voiceſo loud at theſe laſt 
words, that they were gverheard by Artaxerxes, and that Prince being much concern. 
edin his Unkles contentment, was deſirous ro lend him affiſtance ; and having gotten 
che Princeſs Berenite to ſecond him in that deſign, they borch drew near with char 
intention. By doing ſo, they much obliged Bartna, who was in ſome confuſion, and 
who was glad ro ſee her ſelf eaſed by their approach, bur Prince Oxyatres would have 
been nexr at thar interruption, if ic had betaln him by other perſons. Unkle, ſaid Ar. 
Laxerxes, you would not pardon me the Diſcourrefie I do you, if you did not know we 
come toſecond you. And you Cofin, ſaid he to Barfina, would perhaps oppoſe the de- 
fign I have co ſerve my Unkle,in his love co you, if you did not remember that hereto- 
fore I ſerved Memnon ina like occaſion to his prejudice, and that it was from me you 
received him after thar baniſhmenc , to which he generouſly had condemned himſ:lf, 
I have received my whole life from the favours of your goodneſs ( replied Barfina ) 
and the memory of that good office you did poor Memnon , ſhall never periſh in my 
rhoughts. By rhat remembrance ( the Princeſs Berenice) Prince Artaxerxes his 
right co pretend to ſome credit yirh you, and roimploy ir for the Prince his Unkle, as 
he heretofore did for his rival. Prince Oxyatres ( anſwered Barſina growing ſerious ) 
ſtandsin no need of any recommendation to obrain from me all rhe and allche 
acknowledgment hein reaſon can defire ; and yours have ſo much power, thar they 
might draw my mind to diffculcies. Oxyarres was going to reply , and their 
converſation had enlarg*d it felf further, if it had not bee Broke off b a ſervant chat 
came into the Chamber, to tell chEm that Lyfimachus, Prolomeus, and many other of 
the Commanders were at the Door of the Tent, and wirh chem a firanger of a very 
graceful preſence, who was newly arrived at the Camp, with che Equipage of a man 
of quality, and that he asked for Prince Artaxerxes, The Prince was going toward 
the Door, when he ſaw his friends come in, and in the midft of them the 
rhat enquired afrer him;bar the Princeſs Berenice and he had no ſooner caſt their eyes 
upon his face, but they knew him ro be Prince Theodares, cheir fairhful, and rheir 
friend. In chegrief Arraxerxes had felr for the raking of his dear Brother , 
Fecould wm rr pre conſolation than the fight of ſo dear a friend ; he ſolem- 
nizedir at the firſt with a tranſporred cry, and runningrto him with open«Arms , he 
held him long in aftri& embrace, withour able his exceſs of joy, ro find , 
e it by words. My dear Theodares ! ( faid he at laſt _—_— 
ichful of all my friends, by what good forrune is it I 
hold you now berween my Arms ? By mine Sir ( anſwered Theodares )) fince I 
have eſtabliſhed my higheſt felicicies in the honour of your friendſhip, They were in- 
terrupted in this Diſcourſe by the Princeſs Berenice, whom the remembrance of the 
Offices ſhe had received from Theodates, had fill'd with acknowledgment and 
affe&tion roward him,nor did ſhe difſemble it in that noble company,for all her mode» 
ſty could nor hinder her from embracing him , and giving him al the reſtimonies 
of good will ſhe could have granted ro her neareſt Kinlinen: Orontes, Qu. Thaleſtrs, 
Demerrius, and many others entred abour that time, and amongſt them all choſero 
whom by che hearing of Arraxerxes adventures, the name of Theodargs was _ 
Wn, 
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known, look*d upon him with a great deal of affeftion and eſteem, andthe Prince de- 
firing to confirm chem in ir : Behold ( ſaid he ) this gallanc Prince and this 
friend, to whom 1 am ſo many waies indebted, borh for my happineſſe , and for 
my life ; hero whom I owe no leſs than co Darius, and he whom I ought to love more 
chan my ſelf, if I will not be the baſeſt and mot ungrateful man in the world. He 
ſpake fee words beginning his indearments afreſh ; bur the Princes, who all took 
incereſt in his fortune, would nezds imitate him in his Actions, and drawing near to 
Theodares one after another , they welcomed him wich civilicies which pur him into 
confuſion, bur yet hindred him not from admiring in che majeſtick garb of thoſe grear 
men what he believ'd could not be found again in all che reſt of the world. Oronces 
renewed the ancient friendſhip chey had made in che Court of Scythia many years be- 
fore, and Oxyarres, and Lyſimachus, who were more concern'd than all the ochers in 
the fortune of Artaxerxes, gave his friend a moſt particular reception. When he was 
orren looſe from the Arms of all, the Prigceſs Bergnice began to ask news of the Ki 
Fer Father : bur Theodares anſivered, ke culd tell none freſh, it being a great while 
fince his coming from Ifſedon, and | wandred through a many inces ; 
to ſee if he could find her and che two whom he ſoughc, Berenice bgh'd ar 
that Diſcourſe, calling co mind her Brothers Captivity. Neicher you nor we( ſaid ſhe ) 
receive a perfe& contentment in this meeting,and the Prince my brother,wbom wick- 
out doubt you ſeek, though he be nor far from us, is yer in the power of our enemies. 
I heard that news at my coming into the Camp ( replied Theodates with a ſadder 
countenance than nſual ) and noching elſe would c —— bur 
the knowledge that you are in a condition , quickly toreſtore him his li » Afeier 
that Thea had received the welcoms of all choſe worthy men, to > his ver- 
rue, and the affe&ion of Arraxerxes rendred hint confiderable,the Prince of Perfia de- 
fired to poſſeſs him more particularly chan the reſt, and co that end led him our of that 
Chamber, and went into the next,w he was followed by none but Orontes, and 
Lyſlimachus : hechen demanded the oc Sn; and Theodares his look 
becoging amore ſorrowful than before. When I ſhall cell you, Sir ( ſaid nd nu. I 
left Scyrhia our of an earneſt longing to ſee you again, perchance the paſſion I honour 
= withal is well enough known unto you, to procure your belief ; bur I muſtcon- 
eſs ir is not the only mocive of my journey, and char ic is accompanied wich anocher , 
which of it ſelf was ſufficient to make me underrake it; I was nor co declare ic 
before che Princeſs, and I leave that care cicher co you, or tothe Pr, her 
will have more power to her for che hearing of an news. The K. of 
Scythia is dead. 1s the dead? interrupted Artaxerxes ; Yes, Sir, replied Theo- 
dates, he is dead. After be had languiſhed a great while for the 
xs be believed of his children,be was taken wich a Feaver,which finding him weaken'd. 
hath by tis and grief, depriv'd the world of him in a matter of eighe daies. Arſa-

being rouch*d to the very bottom of his heart. His ſorrow diſcovered ir ſelf 
ſencly by his rears, and looking upon Theodares with very ſad Attion ; Abmy veer 
fans! (Ties be) How Much you moderaze my Joy to lee yOu, byche neves you ing : 
ic did not pleaſe rhe Gods I ſhould receive ic in a time when 1 Could have takes ic 
with more patience / bur they ſend ic. me now when I have a great deal of reaſon to be: 
afflicted ac 1t; Ab how great a fear Iamin for thegriefof my poor Princeſs ! and hows 
diſcreetly Was it done of you to diſſemble ir before her ! Arraxerxes ſaid many other 
things,by Which he diſcover'd his ſenſe of char lofle to his friends, bur they comforted 
him 5 bee of recibas., and it was likely he would receive conſolati for ir, 
att be remembred that of Narius,of theQueens, his Mocher,andGrandmorher,& all 
the reſt be bad ſuſtained. After he had ſerled himſelf a lictle by the force of his cou- 
rage, and that he Was able to queſtion Theodares couching the eltace of Scyrhis fince 
—_ - he 
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the death of irs King, The affairs of Scythia, anſwered Theodates, are in the beſt con. 
dirion we can defire, and the Scyrhians now feel no other trouble, bur their impatience 
ro ſee their King Oroondares : they with acclamations and tranſports of joy received 
the propoſition I made, of ſending the Chief among them to ſeek for him ; and when 
I began my journey for char ſe, they made many of the principal Scythiang 
ſer forward alſo to go in their King by different waies from that I rook ; bur 
before my departure I had the ſarisfaRtion to help to ſer the Stare in ſuch order as way 
neceſſary, and to ſee all the people ſubmit themſelves voluntarily to Prince Carthakig 
whom they declared «-Regenr of che Kingdom till their Kings arrival. And for Sera. 
tonice, ſaid Artaxerxes, Whar's become of her? togerher with the gffliction ſhe re. 
ceived for the Kings death : reply'd Theodares, ſhe was affaulted with two others, 
almoſt at the ſame rime, which moved her to the reſolucion ſhe hath raken ; - the firs 
was, that being ſome months gone with child, mogue a burt chat made her miſcarry, 
and by that accident ſhe loſt che hopes ſhe had grounded upon her great belly : and the 
other was the news of Arſacomes his death, which within three daies after the Ki 
was brought to Ifſedon by ene of thoſe that had accompanied him. Stratonice had 
ſank unger ſo many occaſions of ſorrow, if ſhe had nor indeed had 2 great deal of 
courage ; ſhe bore them ſo impatiently for ſome daies ar firſt, char ſhe would not be 
conforred by any means, nor be viſited but by very few perſons : but when ſhe was a- 
gain become capable of reaſon, ſhe reſolved ro forſake the world, in which ſhe no 
longer hoped for any ſatisfaRtion, and bidding adiew ro the Gourr, ſhe ſhut her ſelfup 
in a Cloylier amongtt Virgins devored ro the Goddeſs Tellus, which is bur a diies 
journey from Ifledon, with a defign to ſpend the reſt of her life wichin thoſe walls ; 
I was of the number of choſe that vifired and rook leave of her before her deparure, 
though fince che croſſes her ambition had caus'd you, I no longer had any affection for 
her ; but that was the leaſt that could be paid her in that conchtion of her forrune ; ſhe 
knew very well chat among all the Kings SubjzeAs there was none thas had a greater 
zeal and paſſion for his ſervice than I,wherefore the addre(s'd her ſelf ro me,rather than 
any of the reſt, and before ſhe got upinto her Chariot, ſhe ſaid thus to me in the hear- 
ing of Prince Catthaſis : Theodates, yon may cell King Oroondares, that 'tis not any 
tearof him makes me forſake the Courr, and h by my aCtions I may perhaps have 
moved him-to ſome reſentment ; Iam too well acquainted with his vertueto fear 
him, and I knovy he is too ous to overwhelm her with new affiictions, who has 
received enough,” and ec t enough from Fortune, and who had rhe honourto 
be Wife to the King his ; you may carry him this afſurance, if you pleale, and 
you may tell Prince Arraxerxes, that the 108 of a Sitter may make him patdon 
what I did againſt him in favour of poor Arſacomes, fince heis now of him, 
and fince that poor Prince hath quirted his precenfions ro him with his life. While 
Fheodares repeated theſe words of Queen Stratonice, Artaxerxes was ſo touch'd with 
rhent, chat he hardly could refrain from rears, and after having continued a while iy 
the refle&ion he triadeupon that change of her Fortune. Stratonice is to be blamed 
(faid he ) for having 'rob*d my Brother of the glory he would have gain'd in theſervi- | 
ces; 3nd in the duties he would have payd her ; I am confident he would alwaies have 
honouted her as the-wife of the King his Father,and I for my part have no reſencment 
againft her that could have hi me from looking upon her all my life time with 
reſpeR,- and from comforting her in her misfortunes, as much as I poſſibly could have 
done. Shedepattedfrom Ifſedon wich that belief of you both ( replied Theodares) 
andwent tp ſhut her ſelf up in that houſe which ſhe had enriched with a great many 
Prbſencs, and which ſhe had raken'care to beaurifie during the Kings life. After this 
diſcourſe, © Theodates told the Prince many particularicies of rhe Aﬀairs of Scythia, 
andanſwered r69-many queſtions he ask'd him upon that Subje&, and 7 
love, and the health of the Princeſs Theomiris ; bur he likewiſe heard 
him, and partly from his friends, thoſe admirable events that had befaſlen him fince 
his deparrure our of Scythia, the cruel effe&ts of his jealoufie, his combars againſt Oro- 
onidares, and art laſt their happy kn of one another. _ 

Inche mean while Seleucus and Nearchus followed by Araxes, were gone w_ che 
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are engaged cither by promiſe or inclination to return to our enemies, Jour paſſage ro 
them will be more eafie for you to procure, than the exchange you have propoſed, 
Yes, ( replied Seleucus ) we will return to your Enemies, bur wee'l return with all 
our Forces,and with thoſe of Leonarus ; We are nor ſo mean ſpirited as ro employ our 
own Arms,or the Arms of our Souldiers any longer in the ſervice of the moſt ingrate- 
ful perſons upon earch, and you ſhall loſe us in a time when our loſs will 

ture beof ſome importance. After theſe words,and ſome others which Nearchus ad- 
ded with an indignation as great as his, they went both our of che room, and reticed 
to Seleucus his lodging with a defign not ta,ggo our of Babylon wichour all the cemain- 
ders of their Forces , they were preſently vified there by all che Officers that com- 
manded them, and by a good number of the Souldiers,who that day had nor much co 
doy by reaſon of the Truce which was agreed upon for two daies, to bury the dead of 
either Party. 

Araxes Jecing the Counſel had ſaid at Seleucus his houſe, and having 'found him 
there at his coming in,he made him quickly ſee by his coantenance,that he had labou- 
red unſucceſſefully for his Maſters exchange. ' Araxes (ſaid he YI have not had credie 
enough to deliver the Prince of Scythia,and they that keep him ptiſoner, have judged 
wich reaſon char we had ſet our liberty at too higha rate ; ſince we would not accept 
of it,bur by che exchange of his,they have refuſed ic us wich (corn,bur perhaps we ſhall 
endeavour to procure it by other waies ; in the mean while ſtay you here wich pati- 
Ence for the remainder of this day, and to morrow you ſhall know the reſolution I 
have taken for you and for your Maſter. Although Araxes was much afflicted for than 
ill ſucceſs, yer did he bear it as patiencly as he could, and ſubmicred withour reply to 
Seleucus his pleaſure ; the houſe within a minuce after was full wich all che Officers 
thar were in Babylon, he received chem in general with moſt obliging civilicies, buy 
he made his own ſure to him particularly, and commanded them co have their men in 
a readineſs to perform the Orders he ſhould be obliged to give them according to the 
neceſlity of Atﬀairs. Of fiftegn thouſand Macedonians that had followed him, there 
were yer three thouſand left, and there were above four thouſand Pamphilians and 
Phrygians remaining of the Forces of Nearchus and Leonatus ; they were all at the 
devotion of rheſe two chief Commanders, and all protelied they wou'd be ever ready 
to obey them withour diſpute. They did no more at that time bur make themſelves 
ſure of their aſſiſtance, being yer uncertain what reſolution they ſhould rake, though 
they were malt fully reſolved co be no longer friends ro Roxana and Perdiccas,and to 
ſerve their Enemies by all che waies they could follow in honour withour any other 
conſideration ; they derermined therefore co ſpend che reſt of char day,and chemighe 
following in concluding what courſe 1t Was belt co take. Peuceſtas, Neoptolemus,and 
almoſt allche ocher Commanders in Chief came to viſis chem ; Perdiccas went nor 
to their lodging, bur he ſent his brother Alceras to excaſe him, and cs repreſen the 
Rexſons that hindered him from conreſting againſt che will of Roxana. In fer Roxa- 
na and Perdiccas were both afraid of Seleucus his chreats, and knowing how able he 
was to ſerve,or to difſerve their Party,they repenced their having uſed him ill,yer nei- 
ther of chem: could yield to contenc him to the prejudice of their love, and all chey 


+ could do for that time was to pray Alcetas to ſee him, and to do his uemot endeavers 


to kezp hin and to moderate his reſenements. Alceras did the beſt he poſſibly could, 
and forgor nothing tha might excuſe his Brocher, or that mighr ſerve for Roxana's 
juſtification 3 bur Seleucus was licrle moved wich all he alledged,and after having lenc 
him very quier attention. Alceras, (ſaid he) Roxana and Perdiccas have deſpiſed our 
friendſhip, and they never ſhall recover it while they live, they have no reaſon thac 
can juſtifie cheir ingratirude, and we have a thouſand to become their Enemies ; we 
have cauſe to be humbled by the licrle account that is made of us, but well ſer our 
ſelves up again, if ic pleaſe the Gods, and ſhall perhaps come off with Honour from 
the Enterprize we have undertaken. T his was all that Alceras could obtain from Se- 
leucus and Neatchus, bur Perdiccas was not ſo repulſed, for confidering of how great 
importance it Was to him to keep rheir friendſhip, he ſer all che Commanders awork 
to flacrer and pacihe chem. In the mean time though Roxang had been offended wi 
=, Ee cceecece him” 
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him at the firſt, he had partly appeaſed her by his carriage afterward, and had not 
failed to alledge all che Reaſons ro her which had obliged him to that fortner compli- 
ance with Seleucus his Requeſt ; but if (he were well farisfhed with Perdiccas,ſhe was 
lictle pleaſed on the other fide wich Oroondates, and by a viſit ſhe had made him chu 
day, ſhe loſt parc of the hopes ſhe had conceived fince his being taken ; ſhe had neg. 
leted nothing that might win his love,1nd after ſhe had often repreſented the power 
ſhe hidco oblige him, and tochange his preſent condition into a molt happy and 4 
moſt glorious forrune. The only happineſs you can give me (ſaid he) andghe only 
one I would now receive fron you, ſhould be to grant me the fight of myPrincefs, 
and for that only favour, if I could h6t love you, 1 at leaft would pardon you all the 
miſchief you have done me. Roxana thought that demand of Oroondates ſocontra- 
ro her inrencions;”tharſheimmediarely refuſed ic,bur after char,ſhe had nor been 
able ro get him ſo much as to look upon her, and had _ from him ſo ill ſatisfied, 
thac her ill humour had nor contributed firrle ro che ill uſage ſhe had ſhewed Seleucus. 
She told Perdiccas the paſſages of tharvilirzas likewiſe of the ocher ſhe had made him | 
the day before; and ſhe no ſooner had lec him knory Oroondares his demand,bur Per. 
diccas gave her notice hoy that very day he had received rhe ſame from Srtatira, and 
how that fair Q"een had proteſted to him by the Gholt of Alexander, rhar if he did 
not procure that Oroondates might vike her,ſhe never would look upon him while ſhe 
lived,but as her moſt mortal Enemy. Ah ( cried Roxana ) I never will conſent chat 
Oroondares ſhould ſee her, he his ſeen her bur roo much already ro my misforrune, 
Nor will 1 ever ſuffer (replied Perdiccas) thac ſhe ſhould be ſeen of Oroondates, (he 
has been ſo but roo much for the quiet of my daies. And what ſhall wedo hen ( ad- 
ded Roxana)to contenethem,and ro appeaſe their minds in ſome degree ? I-no longer 
know(anſwered Perdiccas ) how I ſhould carry my ſelf towards Caſſandra, and 1 iee 
my ſelf at laſt reduced to the neceſſity of following the laſt waies that-are left me 
hitherto I'have conſidered heras a great Princeſs, ro whom I owed all manner of re- 
« Rr ſhe ingratefully has abuſed ir, and in her larg uſage of me,ſhe has forgot no- 
thing that could make me loſe it, After this diſcourſe Perdiccas left rhe Queen inan 
Alley of the Garden where ſhe had begun to walk, bur as ſhe would have gone into 
another, ſhe chanced unexpeRedly ro meer Cafſander and Alceras, who were talking 
there of cheir Afﬀairs ; if the Queen had followed her inclination,ſhe had curn'd back 
again to avoid Caſſander, whoſe fhghe was inf! ble to her ; bur ſhe forced irin 
regard of the need ſhe had of his attiſtance, and ſeeing her ſelf upon che point of lo- 
ing part of her Rrengriymrirh Seleycus and Nearchus, was afraid that if ſhe drove 
Ca urrerly 1nto deſpair ſhe might be tc d by conſequence ro7 weak to 
refiſt her enemies. Theſe Reaſons made her ſuffer bus approachy-ead be came up to 
her more confidently than he would have done in another ſeaſon, chinking be had ob- 
liged her that day in the Counſel, by his compliance with her to the prejndice of his 
owninterefts, which ſhould have made him defire che ſending away of Oroondates. 
Yer was his hear pofſefied with rage, at che remembrance of rhe endeavours the had 
uſed ro retain him,and perhaps he had ſeconded her defires in part,chat he mightbe the 
berter able ro make his Rival feel the effects of his anger, while hewas a prijoner ; he 
ſawby rhe Queens countenancerhar ſhe took ir well be had born her rhat reſpe,and 
charbelief having madehim bolder than ordinary, he reſolved co uſe it to his advan- 
rzg& Madam (aid he) you have reaſon to be ſatisfied that the Princes yielded ro day 
ſo willingly to your deſges, bur amongſt chem all none bur Cafſander negleRed his 
own irerelts for yours,and he gave his voice againſt his own _ when he gave ic 
accordingrto your inclination. the neceflity of her Affairs made Roxana diſ- 
ſemble part of her averſion againſt Caſſander,ir was wakened in her every moment by 
the ſuſpicions ſhe had of him for the Death of Alexander; and as the ſmalleſt thi 
were ſufficieht to C—_—_ into ill humour toward him, ſhe found matter 
in his diſcourſe to doir, and looking upon him with diſdain.”

After theſe rap- 
rures of delight, followed ſomeeſfetts of his fear ;- nor could he wichour crembling, 
remember her parting from him at Suſa, and the humour he had left her in at that cru- 
ell ſeparation; his joy nevertheleſs gor che berrer df his fear,and poſlefſed him then ſo 
abſolutely, that it hardly ſuffered him to beſtow one hour of the night in leep.Perdic- 
Cas paſſed 1: not in:ſuch pleaſant rhoughts as his,and he was ſo perplexed with the cares 
of love, and with choſe of the war, that he had hardly a minute free from the per- 
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ſecutions of the one or of the other. Yer did he give Orders for the defence of the 
Town with agreat deal of underſtanding, and as much in love as he was, he forgo. 
bur few of the Duries of a very expert General,and of a man whom his paſſion could 
not make ww negleR any thing, ' 

He was tormented nevertheleſs with an anxiety cauſed by the ill ſucceſs of his 
Afﬀairs,and as he had been afflicted ar the loſs of rhe laſt battle, and ar the defear of 
Nabarzanes, he alſo knew with an extraordinary difconrent, rhe danger of the taking 
of Babylon, and of rhe ucrer ruine of his Party which did moſt viſibly threacen him ; 
he was weakned by the loſs of parc of his men,he was bur ill aflured of the affe&ions 
of the reſt,and in thing he found occaſions of fear which he thonght too impor. 
rant to be ſlighred. That was it that made him ſo hot inthe proſecution of his deſign 
upon Caſſandra, when in likelihood ir ſhould have been incerrupted by caresof { 
great conſequence, but his haſte was grounded upon ſome reaſon, and his fear of be- 
ing quickly reducedto ſome capirularion, or to ſome diſadvantagious Treaty, made 
him preſs the Queen ſo muchas he had done, and as he did more cagerly afterward, 
ro engage her white (he was in his power, ſo char after the change of his Aﬀairs, his 
Rivals might no more pretend to any thing with her; knowing that if he laid nor 
hold of his advantages while ſhe was in his hands,he was never to hope for any thing 
after, If he vaſſed the Night in ſuch troubleſome diſquiets, Seleucus was little better 
ar reſt with tus and the day appeared before he had fully taken his reſolurion. Araxes 
being come at thatrime to receive his Commands, renewed his diſcontents,bur noe 
being willing to detain him longer,and having drawn him afide,ſo that no body could 
over-hear him : Araxes, ſaid he, you may return to the Camp when you pleaſe ; af- 
rer having ſucceeded ſo ill with my faithful Companions in what concerns mine own 
incereſts,l will not undertake to ſpeak of yours, and I have conſidered that your Ma- 
flers Enemies fear your fidelity too much to ſuffer you to be near-him. I would re.

Dear filter,ſaid ſhe,jf ir pleaſe che Gods that you ſurvive me, 
a? there is ſome likelyhood you may, fince Roxana has no cauſe at all ro defire your 
death,and if they alſo permic Oroondares to outlive me,aſlure him,dear fier,chat my 
laſt thought was that of keeping my ſelf his by my death, and that this death is dearer 
ro me receiving it for his cite, than the Empire of the whole World with any other 
may. Give him this affurance,deareſt ſiſter, if you love me, and for that of my friend- 
ſhip, receive this lateſt kiſs, The fait Patiſaris, whom her own danger had bur lictle 
affrighted,was not able to hear the Queens words, nor to behold her ation, withour 
falling from her conſtancy of mind, and receiving her embraces with a tenderneſs 
which ſhe teſtified by preſſing her cloſely berween her arms ; Madam, ſaid ſhe, lay 
no cammand upon me to be performed after your deathyfince the reſalution I have ta» 
ken not to ſurvive you a moment, nan with me for all the obedience Iowe you. 
As ſhe had cnded theſe words, they both heard a greater noiſe than the former, and 
chen ic was they believed for certain, thar all choſe who had fought for their defence, 
were utrerly defeated, and-thar. chey had nothing.more to do bur to dffer up their 
breaſts to the enemies ſword. 

That which paſſed in the hearr of the Town, hath hindered us from relating whac 
was done upon the skirrs of it, and what analteration the affairs of Babylon then re- 
caved. Nearchus with his men was gone down to rhe Gate which Craterus was to 
aſſaulr ; and at the ſame time had cauſed Enſigns to be ſer upon the Walls, and by the 
ſound of many Trumpets rouz'd che Camp, which with marvellous impatiency expe- 
ed ſo defired a fignal. The firſt thar eſpied ir bad carried the news with loud cries to 
their Commanders,and all thoſe famous warners had received it with an extraordinary 
30y. The valiant Prince of Perfia, Lyfimachus, and all the reſt of their Companions, 
had in a moment put on their Arms, and iwalmalt as lictle time their forces, who way- 
red for that command,were in a readineſs to march. Prince Artaxerxes,followed by 
Lyſimachus, Prolomeus, Orontes, the brave Thaleftris,young Demerrius,and Theoda- 
res,was advanced wich fifteen thouſand Macedonians, Thracians, and &gyprians, to 
Craterus his Gate where the ſignal was ſet up ; and ro make a diverſion to facilicate 
their deſign, Oxyatres, Antigonus, Eumenes, and Polyperchon fell on at other four. 
Never didgreat Arſaces appear ſo fierce and terrible as that day, at the gates of Baby- 
lon, nor ever did Lyfumachus employ his valour with greater ſatisfa&ion, nor wich 

ater hope, then at that rime for the liberty of Parilatis. Nearchus fought onthe 
inſide againſt thoſe thar defended the gare, and though their number was lictle diff. 
rent from his,he preſſed them in ſuch manner, as made them ſoon deſpair of victory. 
Artaxerxes and his Companions batter'd the gates in the mean time with their Rams, 
and che ſmall reſiſtance they found,by reaſon their enemies were ſo imployed _ D, 
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this laft as you can defire. I am then,replied Lyfimachus with a figh, a great deal more 
h than I had hoped to, be,and che care you took to conceal your ſelt from me,and 
co keep me from the occaſions of ſerving you in a ſeaſon when the (ervices of all thoſe 
chat had any fideliry coward you were no more than necetlary, had put me unto a very 
ill opinion of my forrune. I had reaſons, anſwered the Princels, which would per- 
chance be well approved by any other but your ſelf; bur if I did amils in your opi- 
niow, I'le make amends for my faulr by all che reparations that ſo vertuousy and ſo 
reaſonable a Prince as Lyſimachus will demand, The glad Lyſunachus nor being able 
to expreſs his joy by words, contented himſelf to rettifie it by tus actions, and put- 
ring one knee unto the ground,he kiſled the Princeſles hand, with rapture; ſuicablz ro 
all choſe gallanc proofs he formerly had givey her of tus pathon. Prolomeus cane 
then into the Chamber, andas he took a very great ſhare in che contentment of his 
friend,he received as great a one himſelf in the acknowledgement of the two Princeſ- 
ſes, and they both aflured him wich affe&ionare ſpeeches, rhar they were extreamly 
ſenſible of what he had done in favour of them. After that firſt diſcourſe, the Prin- 
celles enquired concerning Artaxerxes, Oroondates, and the general ſlate of cheir af- 
fairs, Lyfimachus told chem in a few words, and though by the knowledge of thac 
event he confirmed themiu che joy they had conceived for their own liberry, 
he left them in ſome benfion, for the uncerrainty of Oroondares his ſafety, and 
for the danger of their Brother. Ler's go, ſaid the Queen to Lyfimachus, ler's go and 
rake our parc in che danger which choſe dear perions ttill are 1n for our ſake, and let's 
no longer tayina houle where we have (i ſo much,and which we have ſo much 
reaſon todereft, At theſe words ſhe gave her hand ta Prolomeus, and leaving her fi- 
fters to Lyſimachus, went our of the Chamber, and paſſed into the Hall, which ſhe 
found full of dead and dying bodies ; and where ſhe quaked with horrour at the fight 
of ſo diſmal a ſpe&acle. The Princeſſes turned away their eyes, bur they mer wich the 
ſameobjeRs upon the ſtairs,and in the Courr,and in all places found ney occaſions to 
abhor Roxang's cruelty, 
. Inthe mean time that unfortunare Princeſs was in a condition very different from 
theirs, andwhen Lyfimachus and Ptolomeus came to relieve the Princeſles, her fear 
had made her go up the airs, where ſhe then was, to the highelt tory of the houſe ; 
from thence ſhe had heard the noiſe, from rhence ſhe had ſomerimes look'd into the 
Courr,and from thence by the words of the victorious Souldiers, ſhe had learn'd thar 
ic was by Lyſimachus her enemies were reſcued, that the Town was taken, and that 


ſhe was upon the poine of Falli quack y her ſelfinco the power of thoſe perſons ſhe 
had fo comdly in ied. She recelve not that aſſurance wichour heing caſt into deſpair, 


and horrour, and the ſolirarineſs of the me where ſhe was, joyned to the remorſe of 
her guilty conſcience, inſpired her with the moſt furious thoughts a heart is able co 
ronceive.She could not-call ro mind the cruelties ſhe had execured upon the Queen, 
withour juſtly fearing thoſe puniſhmengs that were her due ; noc could ſhe diſpoſe her 
ſelf ro loſe Oroondares for ever, without defiring the dearh ſhe was afraid of. Whar 
ſhall I dogfaid ſheintheſe icreſolutions ? Shall I give my enemies the ſarisfation to 
make me ſuffer a death I have ſo well deſerved ? And ſhall I undergo the ſhame they 
are preparing to reward my cruelries? Shall I implore the mercy of thoſe I have ſo un- 
worthily abuſed, and ſhall I a age my Rival, after having aſlaulced hers wich 
ſo much inhumaniry ? Ah | no » think not upon that urmolt baſeneſs, after ſo 
many others that diſhonour thee : If thy Rival ſhould be generous enough togranc 
thee a pardon which thou haſt ſo little merited, would(t thou receve it from her by gi- 
ving up Oroondares ? Wouldſt thou live without that ingrateful cauſe of- all thy 
critnes,and couldſt rhou ſee them both conquerors over thoſe crimes that have ſo lictle 
profited thee ? Ah Roxma / this thoughe's unworthy of the wifeof Alexander, and 
if rhou haſt madethy ſelf unworthy of thar quality by thy ſhameful a&tions, blor out 
che ſhame of thy life,by a death full of reſolution, Die, miſerable woman bur die by 
thine ownafliftance, wichout Randing in need co beg thar of thy enemies, She then 
began to conſider which way (be might kill her ſelf,nor having any weapon that could 


ſerve her for chat purpoſe : She was in a high:Gallery that look'd tnto the _ 
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which ſhe ſaw full of men Mlain for her quarrel, and 'rwas from thence ſhe t 
he might ealily find her death, by Juoning Jos ſelf heaglong into the Courr,where 
in regard of the heighr,and the hardneſs of the pavement, ſhe mult needs in probabi. 
lity bedaſht in pieces. Already had ſhe given her ſelf over to that reſolurion, and was 
preparing to execute it, when ſhe remembred her great belly, and the Child of ſo 
: Farber which ſhe carried in her womb. That confideration Raid her at che 
and drew tears immediately after from her eyes. Ah ! wrerched mother,cried(he, 
wilt choudeſtroy a Son of Alexanders, and ſhall chis only pledge thou hat left of the 
affection of the greateſt man that ever was, periſh for the expiarion of thy offences ? 
This unfortunate Child of ſo glorious a Father,is innocent of all thy crimes,and thou 
wert morecruel than Medea, if thou thy ſelf ſhould ſacrifice him to thy ill fortune, 
This thoughc bred ſuch a tenderneſs in her hearr,that ſhe remained a good while un. 
able to ger out a Word, and expreſſed her compaſſionate yearnings only by her tears, 
Ar lalt,by the force of her deſpair, ſhe baniſhed choſe irreſolutions, which ſeemed tg 
precipicate her a freſh into her miſeries, and breaking forth again —_ Ah 1 my 
Poor Child, continued ſhe, why cannot I divide my lite from ine, give death to 
gutlry Roxana without killing the innocent Son of Alexander ? Pardon me, moſt pre- 
cious bloud of the Gods,the inhumanity which my cruel fare compels me © commic 
ain(t thee ; peradventure alſo thy life wouſd have been very di t from thy Fa- 
rhers, and that rhou wouldſt have leſs inherired his verrues, then thy Mothers vices. 
Then did ſhe again draw near that fatal window, which ſhe had defiined for the exe- 
curion of her deſpair, and caſting her eyes into che Court, ſhe upon the loweſt Reps, 
of rhe ſtairs withour ſay the fair Queen her Rival, who with the Princeſs her filter, 
Lylimachus and Prolomeus, were going away from char dereſted houſe. Thar fight 
Cakaing able ro maſter ir. Sratira, cried ſhe,Sta- 
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beds to demand ir after the injuries I have done his memory, lrateracuur © 

may reſt in the ſame Tomb with Alexanders. As Roxana ended cheſe words, ſhe pur

when the Queen whom char pitiful wc hy 6 ag ey > 
poſe thar cruel effeR of her deſpair, cried, Roxana, 4, Iconjuochee by the

own unweildineſs,had much adoto raiſe her ſelf for the execution of her defign,defer'd 
it a while at theſe words, and was conrent ro her life for a few moments,ro 
hear what her Rival hadto ſay to her. Whenthe Queen ſaw ſhe lerft her ſome arren- 
tion ; Roxana, continued ſhe, as thou defireſt rhe mercy of the Gods, envy. me not 
the glory which rhey granc me, if thou oppoſe ir not by a laſt effeR of cruelty ; "tis 
trueghou hat done me many injuries, «wr all in conſideration of thy 
love,and of chy preſent eftare ; and though neicher were ſufficient to for chem, 
remember that I owe theethe life of Oroondares,and rhav what thou didſt for his pre» 
ſervation, is of power enough in me to efface the memory of far more cruel ; 
if thou wiltgive me an on, do nothing elſe bur live co ſatisfie me ; that's all I 
now defire of thee, neicher do I pretend to any right over thy liberty, or over the Em- 
pire 
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*. pire of tha Son whom thouwouldit nurther with thy ſelf, nor ſhalc thou receive {o 
muchas a reproach from me that can diſoblige thee. , Theſe Teſtimonies of Statira's 
goodneſs touch*d Roxana Wirth a true repentance ; bur then ſhe found ber ſelf more 
guilry chan before, and remorſe of conicience tormented her wich greater violence , 
jt" Lava more and more in the reſolution of dying. Iam unworthy , cried ſhe, 
of the mercy thou offereft me, and rhou redoubleſt my deſpair by this knowledge of 
thy geodnels ; but thou ſhalt nor ſee char Ile abuſe ir, nor will I receive my life you 
thee, afcer having perſecuced chine with cruelies which make my, death moſt dread- 
fulro me. As ſhe ended theſe words, ſhe ftroveto ger upon the Window,and raiſed

on behind, and ſeiz'd with ſo ftrong a hand, that her body which before was equally 
ballanced, came back 2gain into the Gallery.

"Twas Prolomeus thac did her that good Officezhe ac the ſign the Qyeen had made 
him during their diicourſe, was gone from her with that incenuon, and hadrun ſo fall 
up ſtaiuss,that ie came time enough ro ſave the life of char deſperate Pringeſs.She turn'd 
c to him ach afflicted and ſurprized, and having known hims Ah ! Ptolomeus, 
ſaid ſhe, how cruel are yon to hinder my repoſe ? I ſhould be far more cruel, replied 
Prolomeus, if I conſented to the cruelry you would exerciſe againſt your ſelf, and to the 
offence you commit againſt a Queen, who defires nothing now with ſa much paſſion 
as your ſafery. Roxana look'd upon Prolomeus with eyes in which her facal cthoughrs 
had imprinted ſomthing exrraor , and yer for all ſhe was ſo troubled, and hiad 
ſo wild a countenance, the was (till ſo extreamly handſom, char nothing bur: the beau, 
ty of her Rival, could defend the molt inſenſible hearts from being charmed wich hers. 
Thar lovelineſs bzing a powerful incicement to compaſſion, imprinted it. fo deeply in 
P:olomeus, rhat he ogirred nothing that could ſerve 40 drive the deſpair our of her 
ſoul, which hadſo tocally poſſeſſed it ; and he endeavoured it with ſo much care, and 
ſo much ſucceſs, that in the end he overcame her to ſee her Rival, and to ſuffer the ex- 
preiſions of her goodneſs. Before they were half way down the ſtairs, they meribe 
Queen, who was come back into che houſe to receive her wich as much gencleneſs as if 
rheir former friendſhip had not been incerrupted by any accident. Roxapa could noc 
bear her reproach without a great: deal of confuſion ; bur when ſhe fa her ftrerch 
forch her arms witha face all bath'd in rears which compaſſion had made-her (hed, ſhe 
drew near toher a little more confidently, bur yer {be caſt raed. with ſbame, 
and kneyy not how to ſuſtain the looks her whop ſhe had ſo lictle obliged co afford 
her thac noble uſage.

You have wronged me more, {aid the, by the opi- 
nion you h1d of my crueley, than by all your former aRions; and if you were nor 
enough aMicted already, I ſkould complain of _——_ have done-me, in prefer- 
ring ceath before my friendſhip: Live, Madam, to tettfie that youceaſe to hare me, 
_ fear any thing from me nor mine that can any way trouble: your repoſe, 
Roxana by this mation of the Queens goodneſs, was abſolutely brought to a 
hearry repentance, and receiving her es with more afſurance than before. You 
are worthy, anſwered ſhe, of che care the Gods have had of your preſervation, and I 
have but too juſtly mericed my unhappineſs ; in my preſent eftarte, Madam, death 
without doubr would be my moſt fortunate condition, bur yer I'le livefor to obey 
you ; nor can I berter reſtifie my re , than by receiving my life from you, 
in living,ag your command, notwithſtanding the many reaſons I have to with for death. 
Scatira'sfeſentment,andRoxana's deſpair were appeaſed in this manner,and they were 
upon theſe rearms, when a great nciſe was heard 1n the ſtreets, and atthe ſame time 
ſome of the Souldiers brought notice that Alcetas was returned with part of his men, 
and had again begun the fight again(t thoſe of Lyfimachus and Prolomeus, Lyſimachus 
ſtarred at the name of his Rival, and praying Prolomeus to ſtay for the defence ofthe 
Princeſſes, he went from them, and ran to his men with as much haſt as coald be ima- 
vined., It was true that Alcetas with ſome Souldiers as deſperate as himſelf , had al- 
ready charged in amongſt them. He had run in vain to all the Gates, which were 
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ſeiz'd upon by his Enenues, and after having loft part of his men 2gainfi them, be had 
been up and down at many other places, and every where had found his Focs Vigtori- 
ous. He had ſeen death wandring abour on every fide, confuhion, diſorder and cruejey 
reigning in all che ftreers of Babylpn. He had heard _—_—_ of dying men, the 
cries and lamentations of tender Mothers, Children, and weak old men, and ever 
where had met with dreadful pi of hornble deſolation, He often had broke in 
his Enemies, but had (till come off again with loſs, tilt he arrived at the place 
the unforrupate Perdiccas had loft his life : Then by the knowledge of his Bro- 
thers death he had baniſhed all rhe defire he before had had to live,and ſeeking nothing 
bur an occaſion of dying honourably, be beliey'd he could not dp ir better then in the 
preſence of his Princeſs whom be had abandoned, and to whom he thoughe he owe 1 
trelareſt moments of his life. With this belief , forcing all che obſtacles char were in 
his , he was come back again ro that houſe, where he had fallen ſo fiercely upon 
L us his Souldiers, that ar the firſt he had laid many of chem d2ad upon the 
nd. Lyſimachus being come to their relief, no ſooner knew him, but dehring to 
ws he was. Alcetas, cried he, behold Lyfimachus, wrn thy ſword againſt 
him alone, and let's difpure this laſt rime for Pariſaris, Alceras taid not for a ſecynd 
C bur receiving his Rival wich a furious cry, he ran ro meet him wich an im- 
neſſe as great as his ; all their men afforded chem paſſage, and they cloſed jn 
of either parry, thoughſo unluckily for Aiceras, that having hurt Lyſimachus bur 
liphclyinrhe left hand, Lyſimachus his ſword found the defe&'of his Arms, and tan 
his body to the very Hile, Alcetas fell dead wirh that fingle thruſt, and yield- 
ed up Pariſgtis with his life unto his Rival, All his Souldiers ſought dearth by his ex- 
ape, and were gol _ to find ir amongft Enemies grown cryel by bloud and 
flavghrer, when Prince » Artaxerxes, Oronres and Thileftris with their 
1onscae all rogerher to rhat place. They had cut in pieces wharſoever had 
made them-any reſiſtance, and at the ſame time , Crarerns, Antigonus, Leo- 
natus,Eumenes, and Polyperchon had made Maſters of all che ſeveral quar- 
ters of the Town ; all thoſe rhat had been obſtinate in making ion, Were pur 
every man tothe ſivord, and Peuceftas who had gocten ſame of the Citizens to wake 
Arms, having feena good number of them ſhin, was conſtrained to ask quarter for rhe 
reſt, and to yield himſelf ro the diſcretion of Prince xres. | The Conquerors 
_ iſe@rhe gy — lives, bur they had found ir very difficult to m_ 
ders, whom cehire precipicared thronging into every houſe, and at 
Fe they me ich very Bice ebocn them ble in the end they had {9 
carefully inceavanred it, knowing bow much the oblige Deinee Arcaxerves by 
ſparing the bloud of the old SubjeRts of his Family, rhar they ed all them char 
hag eſcaped _—_ ha jy _ men,and after - made themſelves Maſtery 
of all places, wheret uſpeR any refiftance, t drawn up a great parr 
of their Forces under their ſeveral Standards and Colours. Thus che ment Rarely 
Town in all the World was taken, and that proud City which might have held our 
whole years againſt a world of Enemies , ſaw ir ſelf (contrary ro alt humane appez- 
rance) brought in ſubjeRion in half a day, by the imprudenc and blind Diſſention of 
irs Defendants : Yerwas irhappy in its misfortune , ſince the Conquerors uſed their 
ViRory with moderation, not defacing any of irs Beauties, and waſhing of the faulrs 
ofirs Commanders a great deal more with the bloud of ftrangers, than of irs Ciri- 
2ens. While ſome of theſe grear Princes were buſie in tharempleyment , theyin 
whom the intereſts of love were the moſt powerful, had affairs of different nature 
to take them up. Alceras was no ſooner killed with part of hismen, and the reſt fled 
quirting the place and vu to their Enemies , bur Oroondates drawing near to 
20s. rae; = imachus,reftified by his joy, and by his endearments, how much he was 
concerned in his good ſucceſs, and Lyfimachus having at the ſame timerold him of 
the liberry of their Princeſſes,of Roxana's repentance,and of the Queens goodneſs to- 
ward her, raviſhed his heart with an exceſs of comentmenr. He hardly ftzid the end 
of his Diſcourſe(while his Companions appeaſed the reſt of the diſorder, and ſaved the 
lives of thoſe miſerable Wretches that implored their mercy )bur burning with impa- 
tiency 
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tiency to ſze his Princeſle free,he ran immediately ro thar houſe, and wen: : © find 
der in her Chamber, whither ſhe was rexired with the Princeſſe her Sifter, and Qreen 
Roxana,under the Guard of Prolomeus,with a good number of Souldiers, Otoondates 
had no ſooner caſt his eyes upen her, bur unarming his head , he threw himſelf ar her 
feer, and embraced het knees with tranſports that were peculiar onlyto bis paſſion. 
The Queen who was ſeized with joy as much as he, embraced him alſo with motions 
lictle different from his,and Roxana during that ation nor being able toconquer hers, 
notwich(tanding all the violence ſhe uſed to do ſo, was like to have fallen dead through 
an extremity of grief and jealouſfie. Yer had ſhe this advantage at leaſt, that her 
aRtions were but lictle taken norice of,and all theperſons there _ were ſufficiently 
imployed,wirhour ſuffering their thoughts ro come beyond the limits of their particular 
inereſts, or beyond the expreſſions ot their own ſatisfaftion. You are at liberry my 
adored Queen, ſaid glad Oroondares, and I am now permurred to fee you out of 
Perdiccas his power. You have triumphed over your misfortunes by your Vertue 
alone, and have made Oroondates —_ over his miſeries by your goodneſs. How 
lorious is he now, ahd how great an obligation he has to all theſe croſſes, by which 
has been able to find you had nor forgotten him ? all che afitions he hath ſuffer*d 
ought in his eſteem to be accounted blellings, fince by cheir means he had obtained this 
knowledge of your e. Heuttred many other ſuch like Speeches, disjo;nred 
through che exceſle of his contentment,and the Queen anſwered him with a ſweerneſs 
full of Majeſty, Yes, my dear Prince, I now at laſt am free after having endured 
ſo many miſeries,bur by your example my ſufferings aredearer ro me then my liberry, 
fince you by them have ſeen that I was nor ingratefull to your affeRion ; yer ſer nor 
too high a value upon a Fo you have well deſerved ; I owed you a great deal 
more then one fingle life, andf the Gods had given me many, I would have ſacrificed, 
- them all to ſo precious a reaembrance. y had fad more to one another if 
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After having bewailed him eight whole Years, during which all the Accidents of their 
lives had ſcarce been able to divert them now and then from the ſorrow they had felr 
for his ſuppoſed death, they had recovered him contrary to all their hopes, and though 
they ſay him deveſted of the Ticles he had loſt with his Fathers Empire,they conſidered 
him as a Prince of as fair a Repuration as any in the World, and one whoſe gallant 
Adtions mighr _R lofles wich advantage. At their former Encounter,when 

the banks of Euphrates he bad reſcued the Queen out of Perdiccas his hands, and 
fought againlt his men for the liberry of Pariſatis, the Queen had had rhe happineſſe to 
ey DB him , and to enjoy his converſation a few moments, but Pariſatis had nor 
ſeen his face till then, and 'rwas only by the Queens Diſcourſe, and the Relation of 
Oroondartes, that ſhe had learnt he was alive, and heard ſome parr of his advencures ; 
wherefore ſhe now engroſs'd him from the Queen,and held him in her arms ſo long as 
if ſhe meant to repair that dif; . 

None of the company could behold the illuſtrious family of Darius in that condition 
withour an extraordinary tenderneſle, nor was there one of all thoſe that were preſenr 
but appear'd molt ſenſibly concern'd in that alteration of their forrune, The Qyeen 
was hardly gotten looſe from her Brothers arms, when with aſtoniſhment ſhe ſaw 
her ſelf in thechaſe of an armed man, who embracing and kiſſing her, ſurprized her 
and made her bluſh ar his familiaricy ; .but Prince Oroondates took away her ſcruples, 
by making known that Warriour to be the fair Amazone Queen, whoſe ſex allowed 
her priviledges that were denyed unto her habic. The Queen was not ignorant of 
Thaleftriſs's tation, and having heard ſhe fought her quarrel,had bred a very great. 
affetion toward her, wherefore ſhe then gave all the Teſtimonies of ir that could be 
defired ; and after having held her long between her arms, ſhe prais'd ber vertue, and 
returned thanks for the affil wherewith ſhe had favoured her, in ſuch noble and 
obliging rerms,thar ſhe inſtantſy woon the hearr of the fair Amazone, and made her ro 
= of all thoſe pains Oroondates had undergone for a Princeſleſo worthy of his 
afteRion. Oronres,wvhom the Prince of Scythia preſenced to the Queen, was received 
by ber wich thoſe kindneſles that were due to his vertue, and to his near alliance ro 
Oroondates; and the Queen could not remember that name of Oronres, under which 
her Rgince had lived fo long in her Fathers Courr, without calling ro minde the former 
ations of his life. When theſe perſons who were before unknown,had received from 
the ewo Princeſſes what they believed their due after chat knowledg,, they rumed 
all rogerher toward Seleucus, and call'd him their Deliverer, with Acclamarions full 
of acknowledgment. Otoondates him his life , which he confeſſed hg,owed co 
him ; the Queen andthe Princeſle her Siſter nnbateacindeted him for 
theirs, Artaxerxes intereſſed by the ſafery of his dear Brocher, and by t his dear 
fillers,and Lyſimachus by that of his Princeſſe,could not worthily expreſſe their 
ſence of ſo high an obligation,andall of chem extold ir,and the vertue of their defender, 
with prayſes which his Modeſty could not ſuffer. He difingaged himſelf as well 
as poli he could from thoſe avilicies wherewith he was iv a manner overwhelm'd, 
and defirous ro ſtop the current of them ; Nearchus and 1, ſaid he, have done 
nothing to which we were not too powerfully obliged ; rhe uſage we had received 
from our Friends, and from our Enemies, did with a great deal of juſtice make them 
change thoſe qualities in our Opinions, and unleſſe we would have been the baſeſt men 
in - _—_ "= could not ſuffer the greateſt and maſt canfiderable perſons of ir to 

o unjuſtly, 

"Thar which gave the liberty of chis Converſation to thoſe illuſtrious Princes,was the 
confidence they had in their ions,who in the mean while appeas'd the ſlaughter, 
pillage, and diſorder, and ſerrled all parrs of the Town in as much quierneſle as could 

polſible ; bur that day wherein ſo many memorable things had happened, was now 
ready to give place to darkneſſe, andthe Princes thought not fir that the Queen ſhould 
ſay any in that houſe all full of bloud, and of dead bodies. The Palace which 
was of receipt ſufficient ro lodg them all commodiouſly , though they left Roxana 
her quarter free , was likewiſe in a horrible condition , and whale the bodies were 
removed, and the blood waſh'd away, they reſolved to paſſe that nighc ar —

houſe, which was fair and ſpacious, and had very convenient lodgings. In the mean 
nodes took care to- ferch the Princeſſes, Berinice, Deidamia, Barfina, and their 
companions who had taid in the camp under che guard of Artabafus,and his ſons,with 
ſix chouſand men, and four thouſand Amazones, and the Queen who had a longing | 
impatience to ſee them,and who knew what was due to their qualiry,would needs have 
rorhe Gates to meer them, Bur Prince Oroondates hindred het for doing that 
: ro his Siſter, by repreſencing,that in the condition the City was at that time,jc 
could not bur be very incommodious to her, and that ſhe might lawfully be diſpenced 
with for ſo great a tzouble. Prince Artaxerxes envying that any other ſhould have 
the glory to ſerve Berenice , would by all means take that employment himſelf, and 
wene thicher accompanyed by the Prince of the Maſſageres, and by Demerrius, who 
ladly did the fame office to Deidamia. The Queen having crot the ſtreets where ſhe 
= the ſame objeQts of pitry ſhe had ſeen 1n her own LOOgIN, came to that of 
Seleucus, and he paying her thoſe honours he was obliged to in that place, waited upon 
her with a great deal of civility to a very fair Chamber,cauing others to be made ready 
for the Princeſſes, and for the Princes of Perſia and Scithia, they alſo had room 
enough to lie rhere without incommodating the Ladies ; all the other Princes weir 
either ro their former lodgings, or elſe to thoſe of their ſeveral friends, The Queen 
was hardly in her Chamber wken ſhe was vifited by Oxyatres, Eumenes, Antigonus, 
- Nearchus,Crarerus,Leonatus,and Polypercon ; ſhe rendred tothe Prince her Unkle 
whatſoever the conſideration of his nearnefle in bloud,of his verrue, and of his ſervices, 
could require from her in a like occaſion , ſhe recaived thoſe that came in his 
company With all the acknowledgment and civility ſhe owed them, bur ſhe forgor 
not to ſhew the ſame ſence of her obligation ro Nearchus , ſhe bad done before to 
Seleucus , fince her ingagement to them both was equal , and in that ation Prince 
Oroondates ſeconded her, protefting to Nearchus that for his ſervice he would be ever 
ready to lay down tha life which he had acquired to himſelf by having ſo valiancly 
ervedirt. 
NT eneſſ had already begun to overſpread the face of che Earth, when by the lighc 
of many torches,the fair Princeſſe of Scyrhia under the condu&t of her dear Atrſaces,the 
\Princefſe of Epirus under that of amorous Demerrius , Barfina and her fiſters under 
that of their Facher and Brochers, with Cleone and the other Ladies,came all togerher 
to Seleucus his houſe. The Queen who had notice of ir, went our of her Chatnber 
with thePrinceſs her fifter,and mer che GH the top of the ſtairs; Statira and Berenice 
were borh enflamed with an efrrc 70 Tee the fiſters of Otoondates and 
Artaxerxes ; to boeh chett Pri their Brochers were ſo dear , thar they could nor 
wirhour a molt affeftionate impariency expeR the ſight of what they loved, and in the 
perſons of rhoſe cheir Brothers loved , they alſo mer the Siſters of thoſe they loved 
themſelves. They found this double farisfaQtionin thar interview , which was lighted 
with torches enow to diſcover- their admirable beauty mutually to one another ; it 
inſtantly produced a reciprocal effeR in the mindes of thoſe two grear Princeſſes, and 
they beheld each other a good while, with an intentiveneſſe that ſuſpended both their 
ation and their diſcourſe. In Berenices face there was more ſweetnefſe , bur more 
majeſty in Statira's;yet in tha difference Statira's majeſty was ſo Berenices 
ſweernefle ſo Majeſtick, that all the other SL nor have ſhewn 
ſo great a ſweetne(s,and ſo great a majeſty t After they had ſpent ſome minutes 
in their equall aſtoniſhment. O Gods | cry'd Berenice firſt, how glociouſly has my 
brocher imploy'd his life? And how happily added the Queen,did mine recover hisfince 
he recovered it for you? They had nor __ theſe words &'re they were cloſely link'd in 
molt affe&ionareembraces, in which they could have contin _ hours together, 
if Pariſatis as filter ro Arraxerxes; no chimed her ſhare in Berenice, and if 
Barſina had not interrupted Bereniceto have her parr in the kindneſles of that verruous 
Qyeen whom ſhe ſo extreamly loved,and to whom ſhe was ſo dear. They were neither 
of them fruſtrared of their defires , for while Berenice and Pariſatis expreſſed their 
endearmentsto one another as Sifters, in whom friendſhip had been long confirmed, 
Barſina was in the Qyeons armes , who forgot not any thing that could make her 
ſy 
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ſee ſhe had preſerved her ——_— molt inezrely. Ab my dear Barfina, ſaid ſhe, 
and where were you during all musforrunes wherewuh the Gods have afflite] 
me ſince our ſeparation, and why did you forlake me in a time when your conſolations 
would have been ſo ſweet ? Barfina hearkened to theſe words with tears of joy, atid 
was going to make reply, when Deidamia hindered her : The Qyeen and her lifter 
rendred to that fair Princes ( who was already known wo them by the report of 
Oroondates ) whatſo:yer was due to her birth, and tothe merit of her perſon,and after 
her Cleone caſting her ſelf at th feer of her good Miſtreſſe,was very much made of by 
her, in a molt dear and obliging manner ; the Princes of Perfaand Scyrhia, who were 
preſent at the ations of their tilters,and of their Miſtreſſe;,look'd on with raviſhmencs 
of joy, and with che mot perfect GrisfaRtions they had ever wiſhed. Bur Oroondates, 
whole captivity bad colt Berenice and Barſina ſo many tears, challenged his place nexr 
after the Peincefſes and inthe armes of chat dear Silter,and of that dear friend,received 
the ceſtimonies of an exceſſive gladneſle, which ſucceeded a molt violent ſorrow, Ir 
would be hard to repeat all rhe Diſcourſes which paſſed at the ſamerime amongſt ſo 
many fair and illuſtrious } rags ; all chat ever Friendſhip, or cwility had at any time 
ſugzelted, was pur in practice then in that Aſſembly,andin the end,afrer a conteltation 
x full? of murual Felpedh, che Princeſle Berenice was conſtrained to ſuffer rhe Queen to 
condudt her to the lodging that was prepared for her, while Pariſans did the ſame to 
Deidamia. Being come into Berenice's Chamber,thele two Princeſles fell afreſh into 
Diſcourſes and Actions, that favoured more of an ancient friendſhip, than of an 
affeftion then raking birch. 

Bur Prince Oroondates,ſeeing them in the condition he had ſo much deſired, began 
ro think of ſome lighe wounds he had recerved, which did alittle pain him, and being 
retired privately to his Chamber, he went to bed by the advice of the Phyficians, while 
Seleucus who was in the like condition did the ſame ; of all che other Princes, onl 
Craterus andAntigonus were wounded,bur their hurrs were very inconfiderable. Thoſe 
of Oroondates would have diſturbed the joy of rhe Princeſles,if they that had ſearched 
them had nor preſently bronght word , that chey were neither ſo dangerous, nor ſo 
great as tokeep him in bed above two dayes. All that good Company paſſed the 

ening in his Chamber,and there it was that by the counſel of Artaxerxes,the Queen 
was per{waded to preſent Theodartes to him,and informe him of the King his Father's 
death. The Prince of Perſia togk the ſame care with Berenice, and though that news 


plunged her at farlt into an extremity of ſorrow, ic began by little and little to receive 
e abatement by that Princes confotive=eancgtes received Theodate rather as 
his Brother than his SubjeR, and the remembrance of w done for Artaxertes 
made his preſence ſo dear to him, that he knew not how ſafficiently ro expreſle his 
affection toward him : Bur when be aked him the cauſe of his coming, the Queen, 
after having prepared him by her Diſcourſe for the news ſhe meant to tell him, did 
ar aft acquit her ſelf of rhe Commiſſion the Company had given her. Oroondates 
was as dceply touched as could be expetted from ſo lenca nature, and the 
remembrance of rhe ill uſage he had receiw'd from his Farher, was nor capable ro 
blot our thas of his birth and Education, nor thoſe CharaRers of affeRion which 
neceſſity of blood had engraven in his heart. He wept upon ſo joyfull a day, and inade 
complaints that mollified thoſe that were leaſt concern'd in all che company ; bur in 
fins be had too great a courage to fink under that affliftion, afrer having ſupported ſo 
many others, too much moderation nor to give ear roreaſon in that action, and tog 

ſeQ a rehgnarion rothe Queens will eo receive her conſolations wichour effeR ; 
when the farſt violence of his grief was appeaſed , that fair Com leaving him to 
the care of his faichfull Araxes,went out of his Chamber ,and withdrew to their ſeveral 
Lodgings, to take the repoſe that was neceſſary for them, after a day of ſo great toyl 
an X 

Thenaxt morning by the endeavonrs of Oxyatres, Prolomeus, Eumenes, Nearchus, 
and Polyperchon, all rhings were fulty quiered in Babylon, the Citizens were ſertled 
again in chetr Houſes, the wounded of each party received all needfull afſiftance , and 
the dead bodics were carryed in a great number of Carts out of the Ciry to be burn, 
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thoſe whom theic Kindred of Friends had ferch'd away ro givethem burial. 
The bodies of Perdiccas, Alceras, Iolas, Arifion and his Son, werermken up with ho- 
nour ; and _—_—_— dead were alſo fourd Neoptolemns, Anngenes, and Teutamus 
grievouſly w , Jet did nor the Chyrurgians of their recovery. - Caffan- 
der, Peuceſtas, and Andiagoras wete Priſoners, and kept with a Grong Guard, The 
obligation which rhey who were moft concern'd had 'to Seleucus and Nearchus, had 
wrought ſo far upon them ,thac they left nor only the Princefles, bur even all Babylon 
co their abſolute diſpoſal, and though they with much ſubmiſſion reſigned all up tore 
Queen, and upon her refuſal, ro the Princes of Perſia and Scythia, they pr it back 
upon him ſo earneſtly, char Seleucus was at laſt confirained to ſubmir uno cheir will, 
rather to eaſe them of the trouble rhat care would have obliged then to, chan to 
draw any advantage by it to hinaſelf : Yer did he not do any thing bur by the morion 
of all the reſt ; and as for what concernedthe Priſoners, he preſently freed Peyceitas; 
whom he had known co be an honeſt man, far from having the ill incentions of 
thoſe to whom he had adhered. Andiagotas alſo had his liberry, yer becauſe ke was 2 
Perſian, and char without aty reaſon he had followed the parry of nga _ the 
Children of Darius, to whom he was born a Subject, and from whom he had received * 
many preferments ; neither the Princes not rhe Princeſſes would ſee him, and Atſa.. 
ces ſwore, that aſſoon as he Was in a condition to attemptthe recovery of 'part of 
what he had loſt, he ſhould be the firſt man whoſe Territories he would invade; They 
promiſed liberty to Neoprtolemus, An and Teurainus, affoon as they ſhould be 
able to make uſe of ic ; bur Antigenes' and SEAnNTED Queens command were 
uſed like Andiagoras, for having followed Perdiccas inhis intention to kill Oroon Ja- 
res. Only Ca —_ C— andrhe —_—_ moe the Great, not- 
withſtanding all her | generofity,could not. omiy conferit he ſhould 
be ſer ar liber , afcer the accuſations rat had been caſt upen him of having poyſoned 
the King her Husband. © Her reſenement was ap roved by all the world, bur by good 
chance for Caſſander, Angigonus his ewo Souldiers/ rhat'were his Accyſers hid been 
ſlain before that time; and they bad ricthing left againſt him bur conjeQures, which 
were nor ſufficient to prove him guilcy. This was -it that did rhe more eticourage O. 
ronres,who had been his Friend,and ugon whoſe promiſe he had yielded, to inrercede 
in his behalf : The Amazon Queen our of compliance uſed all her power to ſecond 
him, and they borh of them had ſo much with choſe Perſons who had greateſt intereſt 
in the buſineſs,thar Seleucus in conliderationof his ancenr friendſhip wich Caſſander, 
being joyned with then ar laſtin the ſartie requelty and having help'd thenito ſollicire 
thoſe who had too freſh an «b#gartoN to refuſe him any gs they inthe endobcain- 
ed the pardon of that unyorthy man , up6n condition he ſhould nor come into their 
fight, and that he ſhould depart that very day from .Babylon'with all his rectinue, nor 
ſaying a minute in thoſe Countries where they had any power. Thus did Caflander 
receive his liberty, and went from Babylon with this fatisfaftion, thac Oroondates 
would not take Roxana from him, and that by the troubles he would raiſe in Greece , 
he might bring her more than ever, into a cendirion eicher to defire his friendſhip, or 
to fear his power... In the mean while by the care of Peyceftas, and of Seleucus him- 
ſelf, Perdiccas and his Brother were inrerred with Honours ſuir2ble to their Quality ; 
bur Queen Sratira who had nor yer had time to pay thofe Funeral Rites ſhe owed unto 
the King her Husband, did then perform them wich as many tears as his Ghoſt could 
require from her affeftion, and with all rhe pomp that conld be imagiried : All the 
P affited in that ſolemn Aion, and after that memorable Ceremony was over, 
the Queen tookorder to have the Body of that Great King removed according to his 
laſt intention, and the laſtcommands he had given, unto the New Ciry of Alexandria, 
which was under the Dominion of Prolomeus, . 

Four or five daies were ſpent in theſe general employr.etirs, which have diverted 
us from: the reciral of particular ones, | which Oroondates was cured of his 
wounds, and Babylon was ſerled again in a condition lictle different from that it was 
in before the Giege. The Forces were drawn our of it by order from the Commanders 
in Chief, and none kept in the Town bue thoſe that were neceſſary, the reſt marctiing 

away 
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away toward their ſeveral Councries , Roxana: had obtained from the Queen thar 
none ſhould viſit her bur thoſe ſhe was defiroys 1m. fee ; and though many would have 
gone to her our of curiolity, yer did they bear ber ſo much reſpect, as not to make her 
ſuffer viſits which ſhe would have been troubled to receive, and ſhe had paſſed char 
time in a melancholy anddiſconcened ſolitarineſs, When (ne ſaw all things peaceable 
in Babylon, andthar the Queen to whom all the Princes ſubmitted chemelves as to 
cheir Sovereign,had time eo hearken to her propolition,ſhe entreaced Prolomeus who 
had beep ehnoier vary Banc to. ſerve her, that he would do her the favour roſpeak 
to her, and know if the would not permit her to retire ro Queen Olimpias ber Mo- 
ther in Law into Macedonia, which of right belenged to the Child that ſhould be bora 
of her, if ir pleaſed the Gods to lec her ſee that day. 

Prolomeus made that motion to the Queen; who after ſhe had lent him favourable 
attencion, and demanded time to ask advice of all the Princes before ſhe gave her ari- 
ſwer. You may cell Roxana, if you plex id ſhe, that I will not diſpute for Mace- 
donia againſt the child he now goes wic Alexander, and chacl quit all the pre- 
renfons to her, which wich ſome appearance I might have-upon that Kingdom ; that 
ſhe may go and take poſſeſſion of ic when ſhe will ; and thatin ſtead of hindring her 
in that detign, we ſhall be ready to affift her in whatſoever ſhe ſþall defrre of us ; bur 
Icouldwiſh ſhe would ſtay to h =—_—_ _ ſhe — go in a condition, 
wherein ſbe cannot without a great er expoſe her ſelfto to long a journey.! 
Roxana by v0 ger, tag and the care (he took of her beat $ ajou tO a 

knowledge of her admirable goodneſs, and abſolurely loſt all choſe reſenements 
ſhe mighc have had againſt a Rival char deprived her of all her joy,yer coald ſhe not be 
ſwaded co expect her urmoit diſcontent in Babylon, and che rather choſe to hazard 
childs life and her own alſo, than co ſtay longer in a place where he believed ſhe 
ſhould ſhortly ſez Oroondates married ro the Queen. That thought alone made her 
bearr __ , and ſhe wauld ; agg een ſelf, Cs ng goto 
Way to un g ſpectacle. therefore got the Queen ro 
in:reared to give Way t omide daper the nem mernien; whereupon chas obli- 
ging Pc) who was unwilling to conſtrain her, ſent her word ſhe had full liberry 
© what ſhe pleaſed herſelf, Roxana . m_—_ able to look upon Babylon 
but with horrour, after iowa pang co ask the Queen pardon, it che 
fear ſhe bad to preſent her lelf again before her whom ſhe had ſo cruelly offended, 
made her depart wichourt ſeeing her ; and to teſtifie in her behalf char the ſence ſhe 
had of her goodneſs, 


oblige” twr-<<. all manner of proſpericy, began her 
journey the day following, and rooche lf ma lane the conduRt 
of Pencatics and! Anthagan; who would needs wait upon her with three rhouſarid 


men that were lefc of « they 26 conmences, and ere thouſand Macedonians, 
whom Seleucus permitted to rexurn into their Countrey. 
The laſt ations of Roxana had caus'd ſo an averſion againſt her, char 
fer were ſorry for her departure, and King Oroondates who was berter ſatisfied wit 
it than all the reſt, beganco breath with greater liberty. All ch being then ſerled 
ceably in Babylon, *rwas only Love that made war there ; the wounds which 
had given were not heal'd up like thoſechar had been received in the late occafions. 
es languiſhed in flames ac the feer, not knowing how to be ſecured 
inſt her ſcruples, after the cauſe ſhe ym him to fear them, in all that bad be- 
fallen him fince the dearth of Alexander. Arſaces lived in- a lictle betrer afſurance with 
Berenice, and was hardly in any doubt ar all of eſtabliſhing his fortune. L 
was mote uncertain by reaſon of Pariſatis's humour, though he began co find by many 
ſigns that ſhereally lov'd him. Oronres was the beſt ſacisfied of them all, _ know- 
ing his fair Queens affeRion, his impariency alone cauſed rhe greareſt part of his diſ- 
contents. Oxyatres was in good hope of Barfkina, and finding no repvgnance in the 
inclinations of rhar fair Prineeſs, he m_—_ his felicity with that of his friends, by 
the aſſiſtance he belicved would d him. Young Demetrius was the leaſt a 
vanced in his ſwr, and by his ſervices, and by tus power ro make himſelf be- 
loved, be had gained much upon the heart of Deidamia, yet had be not been _— 
ani 
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ſcruples you mean to repay the ſervices of Oroondites, and will you kill us both by 
your ingratitude ? *Tis I alone will die(added rhe King of Scithia wich a feeble voice) 
and I'le die without complayning, if my Queen pronounce the ſentence of my dearh. 
You ſhall nor die,my dear es,ſaid the Queeo falling upon him with open arms, 
and I my ſelf will die a great deal rather then give you any reaſon to accuſe me. I have 
repreſented by you all the conſiderations that might croſſe the happineſſe I wiſh for 
you. Ihave told you what the world would cenſure in this you deſire of me ; but now 
I tell you that to ſatisfie whar I ow you, and to follow my inclination, I'le paſſe over 
all cheſe maximes,and over all the conſiderations of peoples diſcourſe,to give my ſelf 
wholly to you. I had rather be accounted light and imprudent , by chem that know 
you not,then faithleſle and ingratefull in your opinion. I am yours by too powerfull 
reaſons to be ever able to retire, and would it pleaſed the $s that in giving my 
ſelf ro you, I could give you ſomething more worthy of you, and of your love. I do noc 
wrong the memory of Alexander by beſtowing my ſelf on a ſucceſſor not infetiour 
to him either in birth or verrue, and one who might have extended his 
as far as he, if bis paſſion for me had not given him other imployments, then that of 
invading his neighbours territories. Live then with an aſſurance,(continu'd ſhe offering 
him her hand) not only that Statira will never be anothers, for thats a thing whereof 
you are Already cartain, bur that ſhe will be yours by lawfull wayes whenſoever 
you ſhall defire it, This anſwer was ſolemnized with an acclamation of the whole 
Company , who with an extraordinary joy ſaw the concluſion of a fortune in which 
theic own ſeemed to be involyed. Oroondates could not find words that were able 
to expreſle the height of his contentment , and ſhewed it only by embracing the 
Queens knees, and by doing many other aQtians full of tranſport and extaſie. His 
happy ſucceſſe made all the reſt to chink at the ſame time which way they might bring 
their pains to the like concluſion. Artaxerzes was not” diſquieted with any doubr, 
and having often had affurance from his Princeſſes mouth , char ſhe would give her 
ſelf to him as ſoon as the King her Brother ſhould deſire ir, be was too confident of 
Oroondates his friendſhip, to enter into any diſtruſt of his happineſſe. And indeed be 
then received very potent conſiderations of it;for the King of Scythia turning towards 
him, after baviog ſpent ſome time in the expreſſions of bis joy ; Brother ,ſaid be, now 
that by my Queens goodveſſe,and by yours, Fhave attained the rop of my felicity, I 
cannot but defire our ſatisfaQtions ſhould be equall, and fince you judge my Sifter 
worthy of your affe&tions, ſhe ſhall be yours the ſame day the Queen ſhall vouchſafe 
to conſummate my happineſs. 2x witi That with her could reftore you che Empires 
ou have loft, butt your vertue diſdaines then , or can recover them by that 
word which may make you aſpire to the moſt glorious conqueſts ; and in the interim 
dear Brother, give me leave to reſign one half of a reaſonable ſpacious Empire, which 
the Gods have left me. | - 

It is equally divided you know, one partin Afia, the other in Europe, and Mount 
Imaus makes the ſeparation of them. You _ pleaſe ſhall have che Age Scithia, 
where you ſhall _ with the Authority that I ſhall bave in Europe; I you that 
as being nearer to thoſe Countryes upon which you may have ſome deſigne, and with 
itI offer you nor only all the other, not only the frengeh of all my Dominions to aſſiſt 
you for the recovery of yours, bur even the lives of my ſelf, and of all my Subjes, 
which you may diſpoſe of with a moſt abſolate power. Orooadates ſpake on this 
manner z and the Prince of Perſia having bearkened co him with attention : Brother, 
replyed he,after the gift of Berenice,there is ho Empire that I can confider,and I prefer 
my Princeſſe not only before that which was the King my Fathers , bur beforethe 
Monarchy of all the Earth: yer do I not refuſe the effect of your generous Friendſhip, 
and if T accept not of that part of your Kingdome which you offer me, 'tis becauſe 1 
ſhall believe I raign in all whereſoever my dear er ſhall command and that 
I will not poſſeſle any thing that can be ſeparated from your Dominion. 'Tle retire 
into Scithia with you, and when I ſhall have breathed there a while in the felicity you 
allow me ;-I'le make uſe of thoſe Forces you offer me to reeſtabliſh my ſelf, if ir be 
poſible,in part of thoſe Territories that were ours, and to give my Princeſſe a Crown 
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that may not ſuffer her to fall beneath her Dignity. I'le. begia the - War upon the 
Parthians,upon the Hircanians,and their Neighbours,and 'tis on that fade I hope with 
your aſliltance,and that of che Gods,to eſtabliſh a Monarchy over the Countries our 
Enemies poſleſſe , wichout pretending to the recovery of thoſe which Fortune has 
beſtowed upon our Friends. Artaxerxes declared bisintentions thus, and Ocoondates 
proteſted to him once more, that if he would not accept of half his Kingdome, he 
ſhould haveir all, and that he would not exerciſe any Autbority that ſhould not be 
common to them both. Lyſimachus wis then ar the feet of Pariſatis, wbere by the 
Queens example,he endeavoured to draw aſſurance of his happineſle from her mouth. 
She bad no repugnance in her heart co grant him them, acd ſhe was ſo much indebted 
to Lyſimachus his ſervices, and had fo great an eſteem of him, and even fo great an 
inclination to his perſon, that ſhe could not chink of ſertling her ſelf any way more to 
her contentment, but her ſevere humour had much ado to declare it ſelf, .and perhaps 
ſhe would not have done it of a long ticne, if the Q7ees her Silter, and che Prince her 
Brother, who were much obliged to Lyſimachus, and who conſidered him infinitely, 
had not joyn'd with him, and had not in his favour imploy'd all chat intereſt which 
friendſhipand nearneſſe of Blood allowed them with their Siſters, Pariſatis belicyed 
ſhe could not errein following the example, and the counſel of Perſons who then had 
ſome |awfull Authority over ber, and giving Lyſimachus ber band, and promiſed him 
that ſhe would allwayes be ready to follow the advice of the Prince her Brother,and of 
the Queen her Siſter. After having taken this order about Lyſimachus his affairs,they 
altogether began to think of theirs that yet remained. Orontes had no need of their 
aſliſtance, and be by promiſe from his Queen was aſſured of a felicity which nothing 
was able to diſturb : He received a moſt pleafing coufirmation of it in that Illuſtrious 
Company, and Thaleftris freely declared chat his happineſſe ſhould not be deferred 
_ then chat-of his-Friends. Oxyatres had no great difficulties to conquer in 
ina's heart, and that fair Prigces remembring his former ſervices, and conſidering 
his high extraRion,and the qualities of his perſon,was already ſo far diſpoſed to receive 
him, that King Oroondates , the Qveen, and Prince Artaxerxes mediating in his 
debalf, overcame her with as much eaſe as they could wiſh. Only Demecrius believed 
bimſelf unfortunate amidſt the happineſſe of all the reſt, and when be ſaw chem all 
contented: Shall I then be the only miſerable man,cryed he,and while you all abandon 
your ſelves to joy , ſhall L alone abandon my ſelf to deſpair > Cannot the example 
of ſo-many vertyous-Proncelles moye unſenſible Deidamia? and ſhall notT vain| 
have fought in your behalf a” our living Enemies. if the dead make War aoaink 
me, and if I am conquered by the dead? Muſt that whictrno longer bas a becing 
eryumph over me with ſo,great advantages? or mult I ceaſe to have a beeing my ſelf,to 
touch her in my death,jn whom during my life I cannot ſtir up any ſence of picty?Ab! 
how — would I precipitate my ſelf into my Grave, if I believed that by my 
death I might render my deſtiny equa)! co that of fortunate Agis, and how freely 
would I pour forth all my blood, if by it I could hope to merit the tears of Deidamia? 
Demetrius ſptke on this maner wich ſo paſſionate an aRion, that all the Company was 
rouch'd with it. Deidamia was ſo as well as the reſt ; and tbe excellent qualities of 
that Young Prince had not wrought ſo little upon ber, but that they had produced a 
great deal of affeRion roward him. She began indeed to love him, bur the memory 
of Apis fought ſtill againſt her affeRion, and even the fear ſhe had of being accuſed of 
inconitancy would not ſuffer her to declare it;fhe remain'd without re ply to Demetriu's 
words, and keeping her eyes fix'd upon the ground, diſcovered by her ation, that 
ſhe was uoreſolved. All the Princeſſes whom Demetrius had moved to compaſſion, 
and who alſo defired to adyance Deidamia's ſettlement, came to her, and repreſented 
that ſhe alone ought not to oppoſe the publick rejoycing. They ſet before her eyes the 
little reaſon ſhe had to perliſt ſo obſtinatcly in her paſſion for a man that had ſo long 
been dead, and who though he were able to obſerve her aRions in the lower ſhades, 
could not complain of her after having ſpent 3 or four years in lamenting contioually 
for his loſſe : they told her, that in her preſent condition, being ſo yourg as ſbe was, 
deprived of her Friends, and of all her Fortune , ſhe could not live in the by wer 
without 
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without ſerling her ſelf ſom way or other,and they made appear to her,char among the 

moſt potent Princes of the Earth,ſhe could not finde any ore whoſe ſupport was more 

conſiderable, or whoſe alliance more import:nt for her then that of Demerrius, who 

by the power of Antigonus,and his own, mighc not only reſtore her to all the Honours 

ſhe had loſt, but recover even that Crown that was uſurped from her little Brother 

Pyrrhus,wbo being then bur three or four years old, ſtood in need of the afliſtance of 
a powerfull Alley to prote@ him againſt his Enemies, as well as of the pirty of King 
Glaucus with whom he wss brought up. To all cheſe Arguments thoſe great Princeſſes 

added whatſoever they thought capable to perſwade Deidamia , the Princes 

endeavoured it likewiſe with ther utmoſt power ; and when ſhe was already ſhaken, 
Antigonus being come into the Chamber, and deſiring the contentment of his Son,as 
much as his own life, joyn'd his Entreaties to the Reaſons of ſo many 1!luſtrions 
Mediatours, with ſuch ſucceſs, that Deidamia not being longer able to defend her felf 
againſt ſo many Adverſaries, nor againſt ſo many Motives which ſhe underſtood, and 
which ſhe could not diſpute againſt without obltinacy,yielded at laſt,cither co love,or 
ro importunity, orto the conſideration of her Aﬀairs. Ar a confeſſion fo deſired by 
Demetriys, his joy brake forth with great exceſſe , and he did many aRions which 
nothing bur his youth and paſſion could excuſe. Deidamia appeared for a good while 
out of countenance at her change, and beg'd pardon for it of Agis with a great many 
rears ,but in the end ſhe was ſo well encouraged by the examples,and by the diſcourſes 
of the Qyeen and of the Princeſſes, that ſhe approved what ſhe had done with a little 
more confidence than before, and no longer had affy thought of repenting her ſelf. 
That lirtle company made up of the greatelt perſons of the earth,was then in fo perfe& 
a contentment, that all the wordsin the World would nor be ſufficient to expreſle it, 
and the fix Princes being no longer able to moderate themſelves in their felicity, 
ſolicited their Princefles fo carneſtly, that in the end they were Fain to promiſe them 
their happineſſe ſhould be deferred no longer theneill the next day following. More 
time would in probabllity have been requiſite to prepare for thoſe Pompes which - 
ſeemed due to the Marriages ofthe chief perfons in the Worid;but their delights were 
far more ſolid, and they tound too much contentment in the poſſeſſion of what they 
deſired, to ſeek for any in unprofitable Magnificencies! Yet was the remnant of that 
day imployed by Ptolomeus, Seleucus, Antigonus, and the reſt of their Friends, irt 
neceſſary preparations,and the young Princes made themſelves ready for Courſes,and 
Combars of pleaſure, to which they didnot think ie fir ro call the Elder, and more 


famous Captains. ; : 
This remarkeable Day which was to be dedicated to ſo ſolemn and ſo memorable 


an aRion,did no ſooner begin to appear, but Queen Thaleſtris got her ſelf made ready, 
and taking Horſe with Orontes, Pcolomeus, Eumenes, and Hippolita, ſhe rode to the. 
Amatzones quarter, baving ſent before to Menalipps to draw them together ; when 
the reſt of the Forces were diſmiſſed, they had been kept behinde for the deſign the 
queen intended to effe& that day, and ſhe no ſooner was come thither, but ſhe found 
theth all in the readineſſe ſhe had commanded : when ſhe ſaw ſhe might be heard 
'by all her Women, and that ſhe had prepared them to give her a quier audience,ſhe 
began to explain her intentions to them with a great deal of Eloquence and Facility. 
Firſt,(he repreſented to them the ſhame and miſery of their condition,and with it the 
Error of their Predeceſſors, who having thought by the inſtitution of their Lawes, to 
free themſelves from the Tyranny of men, had ſubmitted themſelys unto it with infamy, 
and bad reduced 'themfelves to run after them over all the Earth, and co profticute 
themſelves unt» them in a moſt ignominions manner, inſtead of having prefery'd the 
Empire amongſt them, 'which their Sex in all other places had maintained. She 
exapperated whatſoever was moſt odious in that Cuſtome,in tearms that were capable 
_ 'to make them abhor ir, and in ſpite of that confidence their inftiturion had bred in 
them , ſhe made ſome of them bluſh at. the remembrance of chings which they had 
done. When ſhe perceived that that diſcourſe which had alwayes been moſt odious 
amongſt the Amazones, was hearkned too with attention, ſhe excited them to rake a 
penerous Reſolution for the recovery of their Honour, and either to caſt men off fot 
ever, 
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ever, or to ſuffer chem only by lawfull means, and ſuch as were approved through all 
the world. She told them that cheir inſticotion bad proceeded only from the deſpaic 
of certain women, not from any reaſonable motive ; and that in the condition the 
affairs of Afia were reduced to fince the death of Alexander , they could no longer 
hope their Monarchy ſhould fubfiſt, Then ſhe promiſed them the alliance of their 
ighbours, who would receive them with open arms, ( as Eumenes,who at that time 
was abſolute over Cappadocia, and who was preſent at her diſcourſe to confirm it to 
then ) and with their alliance an eternal repoſeia all their families, and a ſweetneſs in 
imployments more conformable to their ſex. She at laſt declared how ſhe was reſolved 
to marry Orontes,as well in regard of the ſervices be had done her,and of the love ſhe 
bore his perſon,as of the ſhame ſhe had diſcovered in thoſe Laws to which ſhe would 
no more ſubmit her ſelf. Yet did ſhe proteſt ſhe bad undertaken nothing to the 
prejudice of what ſhe owed them, and that if by her example they could not oblige 
themſelves to aboliſh their cuſtomes,ſhe was ready to deliver up the Crown to them, 
and retiring with Orontes , into his Country , leave them the liberty of chooſing a 
Queen, whom they might live in their ancient Priviledges. She ſaid a great deal 
more to them, which they hearkened to very favourably ; and when ſhe had done 
ſpeaking, they deliberated a good while what reſolution they ſhould rake. Some 
amongſt che moſt zealous of them oppoſed that alteration, but thoſe that were leſſe 
paſſionate found ſo much reaſon init, and the Queen had already ſo well gain'd the 
Chief of them,amongſ whom ſhe was eſteemed as a perſon altogether Divine,char ber 
party in the end was found the ſtr@ngeſt, and by little and little the deſire of Novelty 
eaſily imprinting it ſelf in the minds of Women , added to the imagination of many 
delights, which oy fancyed to themſelves in that change of life, in « ſhort time drew 
them all to yield to her deſires. When they were confirmed in that intent,they all cricd 
out aloud,that chey would obey their Queen, that they had rather change their cuſtom 
by ber example, then ſubmit thegaſelves to the A ity of another, and chat they 
would with joy receive him for their Prince, whom formerly had loved and 
honoured as Orithia. The fair Thaleftris found marvellous cauſe of fatisfaQion in this 
event, and after having promiſed ber Women a ſweetneſſe and tranquility of life very 
different from that they had enjoy alighted from ber horſe,and embraced them 
almoſt every one,with teſtimonies of a very tender affeRion.After that they gave ber 
new aſſurances of the defire they had to obey ber puntually, and to make all the reſt 
of them that were in Themyfcies fallow their example,and when the Quecn had ſettled 
them in that determination as firmly as returned into the City, and 
before the Queen and the Princeſſes. were quite , IMiturrived ac the Palace, 
where they had all been lodged ſince Roxana's L 
That Day the lovely Daughters of Darius haviog caſt off all ge in which 

long had languithed, did alſo lay afide that mournfull colour,and that ſad attire whi 
had accompanyed their ſorrow,and to appear to the eyes of their illuſtrioas Lovers in 
the higheſt ſpleador of cheir Beauty , they ſetir forth ac their requeſt, by all thoſe 
embelli{hments which the misfortunes of their life had made them to neglet. Then 
Gold and Jewels of ineftimable value glittered with a Magi * fairable tothe 
quality of choſe Great Princeſſes,and their Beauty receiving its former luſter by thoſe 
exteriour Ornaments , after having beena long time buryed in afflitiovs, ſhew'd ic 
ſelf like the Sun , when aftet tedious Storms , and foggy Miſts , it breaks forth of the 
Cloud that bad obſcured it, and appears to our eyes again with its uſuall brightneſſe. 
Berenice by reaſon of the late death of the King ber Father,cloathed ber ſelf in a much 
grover babic, but her eyes Chor Rayes ſurpaſſing thoſe of Diamonds, and her naturall 
e had far more comelyneſle then all chat the power of Art could have added to it. 
Thaleſtris wag gained her Martiall Apparrel, conform'd ber ſelf co that of her own 
Sex, and appeared no lefſe charming in that eſtate, then ſhe had before been terrible io 
Battle. Deidamia and Barſina decked thernſelves at the entreaty of their Lovers , and 
both of them diſcovered ſuch Beauties, as out of that fair Company could finde no 
parallells. When all of them were ready to come forth, they were conducted together 
to Juno's Temple, where chat memorable Ceremony was co be performed, and ow
